NTERVIEWS with men in elec- 
| tive office, or candidates for of- 
fice, must be handled with care, 
les: a paper should seem to lend it- 
self to personal ambitions. But 
there are men who, whether in office 
or out of office, are natural and rec- 
ognized leaders of opinion. Roose- 
vent, Taft, Bryan, Folk, Wickersham, 
Beveridge, Shaw, Nagel, Lehmann— 
these are men whose views are of 
persistent interest to the public. ‘wn 
interview with any of them, whether 
it is a matter of a half column for 
the next edition or a half page for 
the next Sunday, is always good 
copy. 

Interviewing is not only an art, 
as it has been termed in the assign- 
ment of my subject; it is a sport. 
It has the element of pursuit, of un- 
certainty and even of danger. The 
danger of injury, at the hands of 
the person whom you seek to in- 
terview, may be remote; but the 
danger of not getting what you are 
sent after is a real danger, when 
you are working for a real editor. 

This element of sport is at its 
minimum in the case of some public 
men to whom the interviewer's visit 
is an old story. The late David B.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6. 
EANING over the edge of his platform and 
L praying directly to the devil, then leaping 
with cat-like quickness upon a chair and 
having an equally intimate talk with the Lord, 
putting modern slang into the mouths of Biblical 
characters and consigning saloon keepers to eter- 
nal damnation in thundering words that border 
on profanity, Billy Sunday, greatest cf evangelists, 
after a week of sulphurous exhortation, has Kan- 
sas City trembling in its boots. 

Never before have the hosts of darkness in this 
city been confronted by so formidable an evemy. 
Billy Sunday’s eloquence is a 42-centimeter prn- 
jJectile which knocks a bastion off the fortress 
of Sin at every shot. To use his own language, 
he has a tail-hold on the devil. 

After hearing Billy Sunday speak to an audi- 
ence of 18,000 in the tabernacle especially con- 
structed for him here; I can understand how a 
public entertainer might earn a salary of $670,000 
a year, but if I had the disposition of that salary 
I would give it to Sunday, not to Charley Chaplin. 
By this I do not mean that Sunday is solely or 
even principally an entertainer. He is there with 
the punch, the swing, the uppercut, the body blow 
and the knockout as a fighter in the cause of 
righteousness and he is the champion 145-pound 
sin-punisher of the world.

ing his activities. That’s just the sort of 
language he uses whenever he wants to drive 
home a point with unusual force. He brings a 
tear to the eye with his earnest eloquence and 
then sends that tear kiting for the tall timbers 
with a snappy, slangy expression that compels 
laughter. 

“O, my friends,” he said to that rapt audience of 
18,000, “how many of you mean what you say 
when you pray to the Lord?

It was a wonderful gathering—that audience of 
18,000. In the seats of the main auditorium were 
12,000. In a specially reserved section back of the 
platform were 1100 singers—church choristers 
who furnish the musical portion of the Sunday 
programs. In the entrance lobby, 14 feet wide 
and a block long, stood 5000 more—and 5000 were 
turned away. Had there been room for all, Billy 
Sunday on that night would have spoken to 23,000 
persons. 

The meeting was opened with remarkably fine 
singing by the big chorus. Then one of Sun- 
day’s assistants cautioned the audience that si- 
lence must be maintained. He told them that if 
they coughed they must put their handkerchiefs 
to their mouths. He demonstrated just how 
this must be done in an amusing pantomime 
which caused much laughter. 

Billy Sunday, lithe, agile and eager to pounce 
upon Sin, was already on the platform. He was 
fit as a fiddle and neat as a fashion plate, in 
perfectly-fitting gray spring suit, patent leather 
pumps, a high turnover collar and a black bat- 
wing tie. As he stood there he was in striking 
contrast to the somber-clad Kansas City minister 
who offered the opening prayer. 

No sooner hed the “Amen” of this prayer been 
sounded than Billy Sunday literally leaped to the 
front of the platform and brought his fist down 
on his reading desk with a resounding whack 
that was heard on the uttermost fringe of the big

CENTURY ago, when the 
A South American cojonies were 

throwing off their shackles 
and organizing themselves into inde- 
pendent republics, they were greatly 
assisted in their struggle by the fa- 
mous doctrine enunciated by Mon- 
roe, which forever prevented recon- 
quest by Spain or aggression on the 
part of European powers.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The Industrious ious Immigrant. 
To the Baditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

With a bill pending in Congress limiting im- 
migration by the application of a literacy test, 
my experiénces yesterday in an Italian settle- 
mént in New York may be of interest to your 
readers. 

I was talking a Sunday morning walk from 
Van Courtland Park, on the west side of Upper 
New York, to Pelham Park and the Botanical 
Gardens of the Bronx, when I came upon one ot 


those very rocky sections of the city, the de~ 
velopment of which had most likely been retard- 
ed by the great expense necessary to get it re- 
duced to “building lots.” Just north of it, on a 
moré level stretch, was a settlement of Italians, 
rather a small city in itself, with stores, schools 
and ehurches, and every appearancé of comfort- 
eble jiving conditions. With a keen eye to the 
possibilities of the unoccupied, though rocky sec- 
tion go near to their residences, they set out to 
“squat” on small tracts of this land and utilize 
it for garden purposes. Such as I saw in its un- 
improved state seemed not in the least inviting, 
end Poubt whether an American by birth would 
havé considered its cultivation worth the trouble. 
I, fact, from what I learned from one of the 
Italians, his.son and the entire second generation 
cannot be induced to take a hand in the laborious 
but évidently profitable task. The patches of 
ground that are Worked aré seldom larger than 
probably one-eighth of an acre, are surrounded 
by a fence made of almost anything available, 
such a8 an old bed spring, a wagon bottom, pieces 
of tin, sticks and shrubs, stones and wire. Evi- 
dently not one penny was spent on material; it 
was all castoff stuff. Within these enclosures 
are thé evidences of pioneer work in large 
mounds of rock and tree roets of which the 
ground had to bé ¢learéad. The many little farms 
this Sunday morning were alive with busy men 
and women doing all sorts of work to prepare 
for thé harvest they expect to reap within the 
summer and fall months. Sweet corn, tomatoes, 
leak, onions, lettuce, potatoes, radishes; in fact, 
all kinds of eatables were planted, and not a few 
vegetables of Italian origin. I was told that the 
ground is very fertile, but these caréfiil ahd 
tnrifty Peoplé take ne chances on Virgin fertility 
alene; but help it along by a very liberal use of 
manure. “It is so hard to get it now, when no 
horses, but autemobiles, are kept,” was the com- 
plaint of my Italian friend. All these men have 
other occupations and do the needéd work on 
these miniature farms in their leisure hours. 

An additional evidence of Italian thrift was 
shown by the number of goats that were staked 
ovtsidé of these gardens on thé road whérevér 
there was any availiable grass. Their feed costs 
nothing and theit milk is pure profit. The tract 
of land belongs to the Astors, who, 1 am told, 
look with favor upon this intrusion on their 
property. It prepares it in a measure for future 
oecupancy as building lots. 

*« eould not very well ask my i § informant 
whether he could read and write, but I judge 
from what I know of Italian immigrants that a 
goodly numbér of them cannot but be of a véry 
lew Bealé In Book léarning. 

But what of it? Are they not a desirable ac- 
quisition, when they improve and bring to yield 
what our Own people never would touch? 

And if American indifference to problems that 
bring but small returns compared to thé véry ¢@x- 
acting labor they require is desirable, have we 
not the guarantee that the second geéfieration will 
in that sense be truly American? My Italian 
friends assured me that his sons won't do this 
kind of work.

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WHAT GERMANY CONCEDES. 

It is miadé known at Washington that President 
Wilson will accept the new German assurances, 
provided the official version of the note shows the 
substantial accuracy of the press version. No 
other course would be consistent with the admin- 
istration’s desire and past efforts for peace. 

With this announcement of the President's 
probable course, thé wide division among the 
newspapers of tle country over the import of the 


41 note becomes the extraordinary feature of the 


situation. 

That:a state paper should give rise to such dif- 
ferences is due ohly in certain obvious instances 
to a desire to Withhold from Mr. Wilson recog- 
nition for a diplomatic victory. In other instances 
it is explained by the departures from thé tisual 
language of diplomacy in a reply, one half of 
Which is addressed to the German people and 
only the latter half to Washington. 

Somé disappointing press utterances are merely 
critical expressions of dissent with the German 
defensé or register indignation at the failure to 
, disavow past practices. 

But adjustmtént of past grievances with dis- 
avéwal formed no part of President Wilson’s de- 
mand of April 19. What he said was that Ger- 
many must now “immediately declare and effect 
an abandonment of its present methods of sub- 
marine warfare against passenger and freight- 
carrying vessels.” And to this demand Germany 
makes this explicit reply: 

In accordance with the general principles 
of visit and search and the destruction of 
merchant vessels recognized by international 
law, such vessels, both within and without 
the area declared a naval war zone, shall 
not be synk without warning and without 
saving hfiman lives, unless the ship attempts 
to escape or offers resistance. 

A reply whose form is far from satisfactory 
conveys, actordingly, an assurance highly satis- 
factory in nature. 

Germany yields with bad manners, but she 
yields. 

She “déclares an abandonment of present meth- 
ods.” Ought Mr. Gerard to be withdrawn from 
Berlin until Germany has had time also to “effect” 
such abandonment? 

_ Mr. Wilson has been abusively denounced for 
accepting past German assurances at their face 
value. But would he be justified in handing 
Count von Bernstorff his passports on some as- 
Bumption that this further express pledge is only 


‘¥a scrap of paper? 


Previous promises did not cover the naval war 
zone. They related only to “liners.” This new 
pledge specifically includes the naval war zone. 
It applies to all ‘merchant ships.” Suspicion 
that other contingencies may not be provided for 
is guarded against by its comprehensive pledge 
to observe “the general principles of interna- 
tional law.” 

A statement at the time Mr. Wilson's uwlti- 
matum was dispatched was that the extension to 
other waters of the same methods now govern- 
ing submariné warfare in the Mediterranean 
would be a solution of the problem. Such an ez- 
tension has now been definitely assured. 

We can well afford to accept the good faith 
of the covenant. Legal methods at least seem to 
have been followed in the Mediterranean since 
the Ancona and Persia disasters. We are justi- 
fied in believing that they will be followed else- 
where. 

With the crisis deferred, cortainly for the pres- 
ent, perhaps permanently, the curious rhetoric 
in which this note surpasses even that of its pre- 
decessors, including the first Lusitania note, may 
be disregarded. The attitude of the German people 
4s visualized with a view, apparently, to increasing 
Washington's appreciation of the magnitude of 
the concession the German Government makes. 
The practical result is to show how irreconcilable 
that attitude is with our own, with that of other 
neutrals. 

The hope is expréssed that we will continue 
our efforts to compel the British to comply with 
the law of the sea. While the pledge to us is un- 
conditional, we are told that liberty of German 
action in the future will be reserved against the 
possibility that we fail with the British. 

But we have already exerted our utmost peace- 
ful endeavor to this end and failed. 
we fail again; what does Germany expect us to 
do? Must we go to war to force complianée, 
break thé blockade and relieve German “starva- 
tion”? Is it Germany’s idea that we should send 
our warships against the British fleet which Ger- 
man warships avoid? 

Like other irrelevant mattér included, the reser- 
vation of liberty of action, implying further acts 
of War against neutrals to be justified by an en- 
émy’s offenses against the laws of war, is not to 
be taken,too seriously. 

The objectionable phrases of the hote may bé 
pardoned to a cOuntry which Yh using them recalls 
our aticient friendship and bases its action on 
a desire.to prévent a further spread of the war. 
The essential thing is that Germany tells us that 
during the future duration’ of @ conflict markad 
by accumulated horrors to noncombatants, Ger- 
many is “prepared to confine its operations to 
the fighting forcés of bélligereats.” 

The Lusitania will always be a sorrowful mem- 
ory for us. The dark year that opened with i‘s 
destruction closes today with the grave issue of 
full réparation for thé horror still pending. That

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’ NOT MUCH MONEY. 

The House Naval Committee estimates that it 
would cost $791,441,207—roughly thréé-quarters 
of a billion dollars—to put the United States 
Navy in second place among the world’s naval 
powers. 

That would méan slightly more taxes for sev- 
eral years, which hobody would find a great or 
painful hardship. In one way of another the cost 
would be distributed among 90,000,000, but it 
would be only half a dozen times what our pres- 
ent inadequate navy stands us; and it is fot much 
money as money goes in these times, when war 
costs $50,000,000 a day. 

The people of this country may differ as to the 
principle of such a naval establishment, but they 
cannot rationally object to the expenditure as a 
piece of economy. Admittedly, it is cheap insur- 
ance, War insurance, invasion insurance, busi- 
ness protection. It is, or rather it would be, a 
guarantee of values. The commerce of the coun- 
try internally, let alone sea commerce, could well 
afford to take out such a policy as a great naval 
establishment would represent. The cheapest 
thing that America can buy is the best defense. 
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HOW TO WRITE AN EDITORIAL. 

Esteemed Mr. Arthur Brisbane told the stu- 
dents of journalism at’ Columbia, among other 
secrets, “How to write an eéditorial—so that 
somebody will read it.” 

To write an editorial so that somebody will read 
it, when one has nothing to say, is a beautiful 
and useless art, as well as the most difficult per- 
formance in the wholé range of journalistic en- 
deavor. 

But it has been our huinble experience that it 
was never any trouble to get people to read an 
editorial if it had something to say. May we sug- 
gest to Mr. Brisbane the simplé method of just 
saying something ?—a rulé which we take the lib- 
erty of recommending t6 students as well.

THRIFTLESS HOTELS. 

The German Government finds the -hotéls of 
Germany thriftless, and “squandering the na- 
tion’s substance.” Regulations have therefore 
been issued to all hotels and eating houses to 
the following effect: 

No bill of fare shall contain more than two 
soups, two kinds of meat, two vegetables, and 
a dessert. The customers, however, must not bé 
served with more than one of each division: 
One soup, one kind of meat, one vegetable, one 
kind of dessert. 

In future all meals must be served directly 
on the customers’ plates, instead of dishes and 
platters, as there is much waste, especially of 
fats, in the transfer, and for other reasons. 

Coffee, tea or chocolate must be served in 
the cups of the customer, and not in pots or 
other vessels that are placed on the consumer's 
table. 

Desserts must be as nearly without flour or 
sugar as. possible, so as not to waste these im- 
portant articles of food. 

To prevent hoardingfood under one pretext or 
the other, eating houses and hotels must report 
daily the amount of materia) left over, so that 
it may be deducted from the next day’s allow- 
ance. 

All pantries, or places where food is kept, 
must be unlockei ready for an inspection by 
the proper inspectors at any moment, day or 
night. 

Any infringement or contravention of these 
rules even without the direct knowledge or con- 
nivance of the proprietor is punished with a fine 
of five hundred marks.

| Defeat of Philippine Independence Bill 


NO PHILIPPINE “FREEDOM.” 
_ New York Evening Sun (Ind.): The bill to 
put a liberty cap on the head of the Filipino and 
_abandon him has been rejected by a vote in which 
80 Democratic Representatives voted against their 
party and President. These men and the Repub- 
lican Representatives who united to oppose the 
measure have performed an important public serv- 
ice. Thanks to their vote, the plan to cancel 
our obligation to carry out the improvement of 
the Philippines will not go through this time. 
What ill results in these islands may presently 
come out of recent tampering by the Government 
with its own authority there remains to be seen. 
The agitation of the idea of our withdrawal from 
the islands has received its quietus here, but 
among the Filipinos and the Japanese the fruits 
of that agitation may yet ripen. It is time for 
® caution in Philippine administration. 


“NOT A GOOD BILL.” 

Loulsville Courier-Journal (Dem.): The 
~ American people would like to be rid of the Phil- 
ippines. The Democratic party, now that it is in 
power, would like the riddance to be accomplished 
by Democrats, in fulfillment of their promise to 
free the Filipinos in the event of their securing the 
power to do so. But the way to put into practical 
form an altruistic plan of givirig the Philippines 
their rights—that is another question. 

Had the bill which was defeated become a law 
as it stood the Democratic party would have re- 
ceived immediately the credit for having dis- 
charged an understood obligation of the United 
State to the Philippines and an outstanding obli- 
gation of the Democrats to the American people, 
but if the Philippines, freed by the Democrats, had 
come to grief the party would have been charged 
with the folly of letting the catastrophe occur. 
That it would have occurred is the general belief 
among Americans who have investigated condi- 
tions in the islands. 


NOT ASHAMED OF ’98! 

Chicago Herald (Ind.): The defeat of the 
Jones-Clarke ‘“‘buck-passing” Philippines bill on 
the anniversary of Dewey’s victory may have 
been merely a coincidence. The motives of the 
Democratic caucus bolters who struck the blow 


on along the lines for which we apparently de- 
cided in 1900. The other was to regard that deci- 
sion as wholly reversed in 1912 and frankly aban- 
don the islands, confessing that we had been all 
wrong in the daring of our soldiers and the devo- 
tion of our teachers and the outpouring of blood 
and the years of toil through which we had 
brought peace and order and were starting the 
islanders up the long hill to liberty safeguarded 
by law and all that we mean by an established 
civilization. 

The Jones-Clarke bill took neither of these 
course, both logical and both honest, however 
cowardly the latter must be regarded by all who 
hold that the more fortunate have a duty to help 
the less fortunate, nationally as well as individu- 
ally. It was a miserable shuffle between them, 
granting what the common sense of the man in 
the street rightly termed “independence with a 
string.”” Moreover, it.was based on the assump- 
tion that we ought to be ashamed of 1898. 

The instincts of the American people seem ‘o 
have rebelled against a confession so base and 80 
false. Whatever our errors, and they have been 
many, though chiefly in lack of fixedness of pur- 
pose, we are not ashamed of 1898 and of what we 
did for peoples long oppressed in that glorious 
and memorable year. 


A PRESIDENTIAL DEFEAT. 

New York Evening Post (Ind): Since the 
Philippine bill, fixing a definite time for de- 
claring the independence of the islands, had been 
made an administration measure, its defeat in 
the House yesterday was a defeat for President 
Wilson. The bill has had unskilled parliamentary 
handling. The amendment fixing four years as 
the period after which the Philippines were to go 
their own way, was written into the Dill in a 
rather haphazard way in the Senate. At the time, 
Mr. Wilson was supposed to be against it; but a 
letter from him indorsing it was read to the 
House Democratic caucus. Its rejection is thus 
another blow to his prestige with Congress. The 
House finally passed the original Jones bill, giv- 
ing to the Filipinos a larger measure of home rule, 
and reaffirming the purpose of the United States 
to grant them independence in due time. Whether 
the Senate will agree to this is as yet uncertain.

Press Comment on the German Note 


NO BARGAINING. 

New York World: In so far as the German 
Government promises to bring its submarine 
warfare into harmony with law, the United States 
need not quibble about bad manners or grudging 
concessions. This country is infinitely more 
concerned about Germany’s actions than about 
Germany’s words. If Germany hereafter abides 
by the law that Germany now recognizes as the 
law, the past situation adjusts itself. But there 
can be no bargain with international crime—no 
buying of immunity from German manslaughter 
by no traffic in the rights of mankind. 


WAIT FOR WILSON’S ACTION. 


New York Times: The one question, the all- 
important matter is, will Germany stop destroying 
the lives of innocent yoncombatants at sea? Does 
this note assure ut shat our citizens may in se- 
curity make the passage across the ocean? If 
this be the real meaning of the note, Mr. Wilson 
has gained his point. The President will strain 
every point save that of honor and of right to 
avoid a break. If he construes the note as a 
wh~-"e to mean that Germany has declared and 
efrécted the abandonment of its present methods 
of submarine warfare, he cannot in justive and 
in consistence refuse to accept it as satisfactory, 
even though it is not responsive to the express 
terms of the note of April 18. The country has 
confidence in his wisdom, in his judgment—it 
knows that he is most anxious to avoid any 
trouble with Germany. That has been proved 
beyond all cavil.. If he accepts the note as a 
compliance, we are sure he will have the country’s 
devout prayers that his decision may be justified 


by its results. 
DISTRUSTS GERMANY. 


New York Tribune: There is no longer even a 
thin disguise over German purpose. Plainly, 
brutally, Mr. Wilson and the American people are 


‘told that they must attack Great Britain or en- 


dure German terrorism. This, then, is the end. 
No nation can submit to such conditions and 
maintain its honor, its dignity or its safety. There 
is left to Mr. Wilson precisely one course. * * 
* If he falters now, if he yields, if he surrenders, 
he will make this country a German vassal; he 
will destroy all hold we have upon the respect of 
the civilized world, and he will take the first step 
in a course which, if pursued, will inevitably lead 
us to war with Great Britain, with France, and 
with Russia. * * * The recall of Gerard, the 
dispatch of Bernstorff to his own country—these 
are the things that we can no longer postpone. 


ESSENTIAL DEMANDS GRANTED. 

New York Evening Post: First impressions of 
today’s German note, in reply to that of our 
Government, will inevitably be displeasing. The 
document seems to have been deliberately com- 
posed so as to be, in manner, as unsatisfying as 
possible. The form is bad. The whole tone is 
grudging and unhandsome. But it is the business 
of diplomacy to pierce to the substance. Bad 
manners can be overlooked if the essential thing 
in controversy is conceded. The German Govern- 
ment makes damnable faces all through its note, 
but the central thing required by President Wil- 
son it yields. 


THE BRITISH FACTOR. 

New York Herold (German): President Wil- 
son has been rather lenient with England, much 
more so than the circumstances justify. We think 
Americans will soon demand that he cease tem- 
porizing, that a final demand be made, which 
must be met in the same manner in which Ger- 
many has answered Mr: Wilson’s note. Should 
our President fail to act in a resonable time the 
suspicion of the German people that America’s 
proclaimed neutrality is but a sham will be borne 
out by evidence. 


“NOW MAKE ENGLAND OBEY.” 

New York American: * * * Germany has 
yielded to our demands. Now make England obey 
international law and respect our rights. Any 
other course will convict us in the eyes of the 
world of maintaining a sham neutrality. Any 
other course will put us in the wrong and put 
Germany in the right. Any other course will be 
a square denial of fair play. We congratulate the 
country that a nation so high-spirited and so 


severely beset by enemies has, nevertheless, rec- 
ognized the claims of international law to respect 
and has yielded to our demands: We should 
now see to it that Germany’s enemies are not per- 
mitted to go on hurting her by methods as in- 
jurious to our rights and as flagrantly violative 
of the law of nations as those which Germany 


has agreed to abandon. 
AN ODD COMBINATION. 


Boston Traveler: The note is an amusing 
combination of evasions, denial, irony and fact. 
It is an invitation to the President to begin a new 
series of communications, and “the services of 
humanity” is dragged in after the President’s 
own fashion, as if to make him wonder whether 
the Kaiser is patting him on the back or poking 


fun at him. 


BAD TONE OF THE NOTE. 

Boston Evening Transcript: It (the note) 
will mollify the public mind of Germany and mud- 
dle the public mind of the United States. It is 
pitched in a tone so sneering as to satisfy the 
Germans and couched in terms so clever as to 
mislead many Americans. 


“NO ANSWER AT ALL.” 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Germany’s answer to 
the note of the United States is no answer at all. 
It is an address meant for public consumption 
rather than a diplomatic document. Unfortunate- 
ly, it has a string tied to it. We have required of 
Germany that her present methods of submarine 
attack shall be abandoned. And they must be, 
even at the cost of a severance of diplomatic re- 


lations. 


MORE WATCHFUL WAITING. 

San Francisco Chronicle: The vast majority 
of the American people, more desirous of ®#re- 
serving peace than concerned with the technicali- 
ties of international law, will be quietly pleased 
to note that other days and other messages must 
intervene before there can be any rupture with 
any European belligerent. 


PEACE FOR THE PRESENT. 

Cleveland Leader: Peace—for the present, at 
least—may fairly be counted upon as the fruit of 
the German reply. And yet the situation re- 
mains tense. It is far from assuring future har- 
mony and good will. In so far as the German 
note rests upon possible American relations with 
Great Britain, it is only the assurance of a truce, 
leaving the final issue undetermined. 


SITUATION STILL TENSE. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Whether the Amer- 
ican Government will consider this modification 
of the German submarine warfare a sufficient 
concession to its demands remains to be seen. 
If these instructions could be enforced to the let- 
ter the chief ground of our complaint would be 
removed, but it must be remembered that the bur- 
den of the President’s condemnation was the ap- 
parent inability of the German Government “so 
to order and control the acts of its naval com- 
manders as to square its policy with the recog- 
nized principles of humanity as embodied in the 
law of nations.” It is also to be considered that 
these instructions are conditioned upon our de- 
mand for the observance of international law by 
Great Britain and upon its acquiescence to that 
demand. That this Government can accept such 
a condition is hardly conceivable. It is possible 
that the concession made may open a way to a 
continuance of relations, and if those relations, 
which have never yet been broken, can be con- 
tinued with honor we earnestly hope that they

conditions that accompany it are not agreeable, 
and the patience of the Government and of the 
people has about reached its limit.

BRAVE BUT FOOLISH.

anti-patriotic movement while they have re- 
mained in the safe remoteness of American cities.”

perament, or because his importance 
has not previously warranted such 
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the sport viewpoint. 

Perhaps yqu go to talk with one who, 
you are told, is an expert, a recognized 
authority, a person of national reputa- 
tion. You may wonder why it is that 
you, with a range of reading and ob- 
servation certainly as wide as the aver- 
age, have never. before heard of this 
person; but you reflect that ‘‘we live 
and learn,’’ and you go ahead, remem- 
bering the saying that ‘“‘an expert is an 
ordinary person, some distance from 
home.” 

There are experts on Egyptology and 
on transmissouri freight rates; on Mor- 
ris dancing and on national defense. 
The interviewer cannot be an expert 
on every one of these things. It is 
better that he should not be. If he is, 
he may take too much for granted as 
to his readers’ ‘knowledge on the sub- 
ject, and he is in danger of becoming a 
propagandist for views of his own. 

But he. needs some advance knowl- 
edge of the subject to be handled. What 
is spoken of, sometimes with contempt, 
as a smattering of knowledge, is not 
to be despised. Only it should be well 
smattered. One can often smatter to 
good avantage from an encyclopedia, 
but the clipping envelope, in the office 
with a good filing system, is the smat- 
tery most commonly resorted to. 


Care to Grasp Subject. 

There are some subjects which an in- 
terviewer may have a natural inability 
to grasp. A man who can’t read Ten- 
nyson or Browning is not likely to he 
the best man to interview Alfred Noyes 
or Percy” Mackaye; yet, if he is a good 
enough interviewer, he may get some- 
thing from one of them that will de 
more interesting to most readers than 
a talk on poetry. A man who has no 
head for banking or technical finance— 
and this is getting very near a personal 
confession—may have to interview the 
president of the clearing house or the 
Secretary of the Treasury: but if he 
doesn’t wish to start trouble on the 
street he will set out with well-sharp- 
ened pencil, stick close to his subject's 
remarks and take notes with literal ex- 
actness, limiting his introduction to a 
paragraph or two of personalities. 

The best interviews are often those 
obtained most easily, and those which 
come hardest sometimes amount to 
least. Some experiences of the inter- 
viewer are like that of the band of 
five robbers who attacked a traveler. 
The traveler made a terrific fight, and 
killed ‘three of the robbers, before he 
was himself killed. The two surviving 
robbers searched his pockets, and found 
1&4 cents. Said one of them, “If this 
fellow had had a quarter he'd have 
killed all five of us.’"’ So, the man who 
suffers most from poverty of ideas is, 
often the man who makes the stoutest 
resistance to having any of his 
thoughts seized by the interviewer. 

“Unpromising Prospect.” 

Another unpromising ‘‘prospect’'’—to 
borrow a term from our friends the in- 
surance men—may be. the newly elected 
or appointed official, who covers a 
lack of ideas by the solemn pronounce- 
ment that he cannot discuss his of- 
ficial ‘‘policies’’ in advance. I found 
a refreshing exception to this rule 
when I went to Milwaukee, a half- 
dozen years ago, to interview the So- 
cialist Mayor-elect and some of the 
men who were about to go into office 
with him. The job, in that case, was 
not to draw them out, ‘but to listen 
and select from a mass of ideas. If 
the men of that administration had 
stayed in office until now, they would 
not have got around to do all the 
things which they hopefully outlined 
at that time. 

The interviewer's work is sometimes | 
spoken of as if it were his chief task 
to cajole an unwilling subject into mak- 
ing an unguarded statement which he 
will later regret. Now, it is true that 
some very able and effective things 
of this sort have been done. It is 
true, also, that the interviewer's first 
duty is to the paper and its readers. 
At the same time, I believe he can 
afford to remember the rule which 
governs police functionaries in taking 
a prisoner's statement. They are re- 
quired to remind the prisoner that 
what he says may be used against 
him. . 

An interview which presents the 
subject in an unfavorable light is likely 
to bring denials, which call for counter- 
statements, and perhaps affidavits, from 
the interviewer. I believe these affida- 
vits, as a rule, but I am not sure how 
far they convince the public. In cases 
where the interviewer is accused of giv- 
ing wrong interpretation, wrong ar- 
rangement, wrong emphasis, to words 
admitted to have been spoken, the mat- 
is s0 much one of opinion that 
tell what to 


ter 
sometimes no one can 
think. 

Some remarks, made to interviewers 
without due consideration. have been 
made to stick in the public fancy. The 
most memorable, perhaps, is the famous 
expression of the elder Vanderbilt, ‘The 
public be damned!’ The story has often 
ben told—a reporter worrying the rail- 
road magnate for a statement. about 
some matter, and pressing his request 
with the plea that ‘“‘the public wants to 
know.” The natural reply, from a busv 
and testy man, was a fervent impreca- 
tion on the public. But this utterance 
would have fallen flat, if the public had 
not already believed that Vanderbilt 
was indifferent to its rights. 

I am reminded of the case of a young 
and green St. Louis reporter, whose 
name I will not mention, who, on one 


autumn morning in 1900, called at the} 


Mayor's office to interview him infor- 
mally About the city lighting situation. 
An old contract for lighting the streets 
had expired, and while a new contract 
had been let, the new lights were not 
installed. The old contractor had re- 
fused to furnish so much as a candle- 
power of emergency service, and was 
already dismantling his equipment. The 
West End was in tor a dark month or 
two. Somebody at the city hall was to 
blame. 

“Well, Mr. Mayor,” 
er ‘remarked, “it'll be a pretty 
night in the West End.” 

“Oh,”’ said the phiegmatic, Teutonic 
Mayor, “oh, well, we're going to have 
a moon tonight.” 

“Thank you,” said the reporter, and 
he started for a telephone. Then he 
changed his mind. The telephone re- 
write service of afternoon papers was 
not what it is now, and he decided to 
go to the office, write what he had 
mind and show itt to the city edite: 
went in, leaving his city hall assign: 
ment uncovered ip a way which would

not be tolerated in these days, and 
wrote the lighting story, beginning with 
the Mayor's words, “We're 
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my hat is off to Woodrow Wilson. A 
little more than four years ago I was 
one of two to whom the (then) Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey opened his state- 
rqom and his heart. as he was entering 
St. Louis on a train on which he had 
come from Kansas City. At that time 
the Clark presidential boom was sweep-

The Governor was most cordial, but 
the net result of the interview was that 
he told us a story about the Irishman 
who said’ he was for Wilson Woodrow. 
“You mane vice versy,” his friend re- 
plied. “I do not,” he said. “Do yez 
think I’'a4 be after votin’ for a dago”’’ 
This cheered us up so that, when the 
subject of the Missouri dog came wp, 
and the distinguished visitor said he 
had read about it, but had never heard 
it, one of us lifted up his voice and 
sang the immortal ballad which ends, 
“They gotta quit kickin’ my dog 
around.” Whereupon, Mr. Wilson re- 
marked that he was perfectly’ willing 
to let Mr. Clark. have that song.

the formal interviewer, does his best 
work in getting men fo say the things 
they are willing to say, and to stand 
by; and to say them in a way which 
will permit of effective presentation. 

A Word ef Wisdom. 

Right here I am going to quote a 
word of wisdom from Samuel G. Blythe, 
one of the most successful of interview- 
ers. There is a chance that I am wrong, 
and that the quotation fs from Irvin 8. 
Cobb, but in that case the commenda- 
tion of the interviewer can stand, un- 
less there should be objection from 
Lord Kitchener. 

Anyhow, this-is the quotations: ‘‘It ts 
always advisable, in writing an inter- 
view, to put in some expression, if only 
a brief one, from the person who is be- 
ing interviewed.’’ 

This is not always so easy as it 
sounds. Sometimes your man will keep 
saying pleasant nothings, in a way that 
will make the interviewer do ail the 


the return to the office the lack of any- 
thing to write was rather painful. I 
have since cherished @ desire to inter-| 
view Woodrow Wilson again, when he 
shall have become ex-President Wilson, 
about some matter of general interest 
that Mr. Wilson will talk about. My 
desire to do this has been stimulated, 
in the last few weeks, by a very pleas- 
ant experience in interviewing Mr. Taft. 

Interviewing Mr. Wilson as president 
of Princeton would probably have been 
a very different matter. Most univer- 
sity presidents are approachable and 
democratic, and are good talkers on 
matters of immediate interest. They 
du not adopt the reserve of wisdom. or 
intellectual superiority, nor do they in- 
dulge in miscellaneous talk which be- 
comes mere garrulousnegs. The names 
of Angell and Jordan and Butler and 
Houston and Hill and James belong to 
tris list. Among a considerable number 
of university presidents, President 
Schurman of Cornell stands in my mem- 
ory as the one from whom I obtained 
perhaps the best interview. In this talk, 
more than two years ago, Dr. Schur- 
man, Who was then lately back from his 
ministerial post at Athens, declared that

Notes or No Notes. 


Quite early in every interview—at the 
outset, practically—one must decides 
whether he is going to take notes. 
There are men who will not talk un- 
less they see notes being taken. It 
gives them confidence as to being ac- 
curately quoted.

lication, yet the visible sign of im- 
pending quotation marks somehow dis- 
concerts them. With such men, the in- 
terviewer must use his ears and his 
memory. If the interview follows any 
systematic outline, this is not diffi- 
cult; if it jumps back and forth among 
themes, it is more difficult: but a man 
who dislikes pencil and paper should be 
spared the sight of them, except when 
it is a matter of proper names or fig- 
ures. No reasonable person will expect 
an interviewer to carry these in nis 
head, and the interviewer should. not 
try to do it. 

The interviewer who does little or 
no note-taking has one great advan- 
tage; he has the eye of the man he 
is talking to. You cannot write notes 
and look your man in the face at the 
same time. And while you are writing, 
unless you have his thorough interest 
—unless he is about as desirous of be- 
ing interviewed as you are of inter- 
viewing him—you are going to lose his 
ettention. In any case, continuity of 
conversation is better preserved when 
no note-taking is going on. 

Someone may suggest the use of short- 
hand. I think shorthand has about the 
same relation to newspaper work that 
banjo playing has to music. Banjo 
playing may be an exhibition of skill, 
but it is not music. ‘Shorthand writing 
is a difficult accomplishment, requiring 
constant practice to keep up. Tp pro- 
vide this practice, a man will make all 
sorts of unnecessary use of it, and 
while the shorthand writer is decoding 
his notes, the man who uses his head 
and a simple system of longhand notes 
will have his stuff in the paper. The 
time spent by some newspaper men in 
learning shorthand woujd, be better giv- 
en to the study of literature or modern 
language. $ 

Accuracy—Accuracy. 

These suggestions, and all other sug- 
gestions, as to detail and method, should 
be subordinated to one thing, which ifs 
accuracy. Accuracy, not only in giv- 
ing the sense of a man’s remarks, but, 
if you use quotation marks, in giving 
his words. Men have been known to 
complain bitterly because an interviewer 
quoted them as using the words ‘“‘Suf- 
fice it to say,’’ or ‘Far be it from me.” 
“T never use that expression,’’ is their 
indignant protest. ‘‘I detest it. And 
your man goes and puts those words 
into my mouth.” The interviewer has 
not much of a defense in a case of this 
kind. The way to avoid it is more care 
in quoting, or less use of quotation 
marks. Col. Roosevelt’s frequent ad- 
monition to casual tnterviewers is ‘‘Now, 
boys. no quotes, please.’” It is some- 
times surprising to see how good an 
interview can be written almost without 
quotation marks. 

It is very desirable that the person be- 
ing interviewed should have confidence 
in the interviewer. But every inter- 
viewer wishes to be delivered from the 
man who sprinkles his remarks with 
confidences, which must not be printed. 
When a man starts this, the interview 
is in danger. Sometimes this flow of 
confidence can be stopped by a re- 
minder that one is after matter which 
can be printed, and is not trying te 
gratify personal curiosity. If this does 
no good, all that can be done is io 
take the best possible care and if the 


confidences contain anything of value, . 


to try to work out an agreement by 
which it can be used in some form or 
other. 

It is true that things which cannot 
be printed may help interviewers to 


understand the things which they may |. 


print. But will the reader also under- 
stand? ‘‘Remember the reader’ is a 
rule never to be forgotten. 

At a dinner in Washington, a publi» 
man, speaking of the newspapers, d>3- 
clared that, in all his experience, no 
newspaper man had ever betrayed his 
confidence. This declaration, made 
with much flourish, had a familiar 
sound to the newspaper men, and one 
of them, coming next on the program, 
declared just as solemnly that in all 
hig experience, no politician had ever 
betrayed his confidence. 

Confidences, 

Yet there are confidences which are 
of permanent interest, and which honor 
the interviewer. The highly trained 
men who cover the Washington news 
field, and the men who do similar work 
in State capitals, receive many such 
confidences. Wherm Commander Peary 
came West, in the late fall of 1909, at 
a time when the public belief in Dr. 
Cook was rapidly disappearing, he hai 
nothing to say about Cook for publi. 
cation. But after he had given an in- 
terview, and the interview was closed 
and out of the way—well, it was an 
interesting experience to sit for a few 
moments with Peary. . 


I have been able to give only a one- 
sided presentation of this subject. 1 
would like to hear it discussed from the 
standpoint of the man interviewed. Mr. 
bryan could qualify as an expert. 
Mark Twain once wrote about his ex- 
periénce with an interviewer, but he 
seemed to be trying to flatter the inter- 
viewer, to an extent which impairs the 
scientific value of what he has writ- 
ten. The men we interview probably 
see at least as mary faults in us as 
we see in them, and some frank words 
fro mthe mmight help us in our effort 
to get and to write reading matter 
which shall deserve a position next 
to pure advertising.

termarriage, and, finally, his willingness 
‘, do business the way the South Amer- 
ican wants it done, and to manufacture 
for him articles suited to tne needs 
of his trade, instead of trying tic force 
him to buy as is usually Jone by Amer- 
ican manufacturers, articles sulted 
alone for European or North American 
consumption. 

It has been necessary to exp ain the 
mutual prejudice and misuncverstanding 
which exist both in North and Seuch 
America in order to wring, us to the 
point which I wish tv make in this 
article. That is, that President \Wiison 
has it in his power to.lay to adon: a 
policy regarding Mexico Which will 
either open a road for the future ¢u- 
premacy of the United States cuoinmer- 
cially in Latin America—.\ s‘tipremuacy 
which will insure mutual friendship una 
«» closer binding together of all the 
nations on this hemisphere—or to adupt 
one which will deal a blow to Amer- 


ican prestige in those countries, both 
politically and commercially, froin 
which it will take many years te re- 
cover, 


President Wilson, who is today regard- 
ed by Latin Americans as One of the 
greatest American statesinen, has really 
opened a new era in #an-American re- 
lations. He made a radical departure 
from the usual ‘‘standard of foreign re- 
lations’’ when he announced a diplo- 
matic policy entirely different from that 
followed by the other great Powers. He 
announced in his speech at Birmingham, 
Ala., what I consider an entirely new 
doctrine, a doctrine that if carried out 
will be even more important than the 
Monroe Doctrine, and that is that the 
United States would deal with Latin- 


constitutional laws of the land. His 
first policy he has consistently followed, 
buf he deviated from the cecond when 
he recognized Carranza, and as a con- 
sequence brought upon his Government 
the troubies which have since ensued in 
Mexico, culminating in the Columbus in- 
cident, and the sending of armed forees 
into that unhappy country. This, how- 
ever, he probably did with the best in- 
tentions in the world, and from a mis- 
understanding of conditions in Mexico; 
not from a willful desire to further com- 
plicate them.

COMMUNITY ASSET 


Conductor of New York Orches- 
tra, on Its Visit Here, Will 
Speak at the City Club. 


Walter Damrosch, conductor of the 
New York Symphony Orche&tra, will 
speak at the City Club luncheon 
Thursday, on “The Symphony Or- 
chestra as a Community Asset.” He 
will discuss the importance of a sym- 
phony orchestra to a city from the 
esthetic, the social and the commer- 
cial points of view. 

Damrosch will be in St. Louis with 
his orchestra for a concert that night 
at the Odeon under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Symphony Society, and his ad- 
dress will be part of the St. Louis 
Society’s campaign to raise a $50,000 
guaranty fund for next year. 

The New York Symphony Orchestra 
will present as soloist Josef Hofmann, 
who stands in the first rank of the 
world’s pianists. This orchestra, whica 
is classed as one of the three greatest 
American orchestras—the other two be- 
ing the Boston and the New York Phil- 
harmonic orchestras—is on a transcon- 
tinental tour during which 90 concerts 
are scheduled. Like other orchestras, 
the New York Symphony Orchestra had 
long years of. financial struggle, first 
under the present conductor's father and 
then under himself—Walter Damrosch 
has been its conductor for the last 31 
years. But recently Harry H. Flagler 
endowed it with a sum producing an 
income of $100,000 a year, making possible 
a great expansion in its work, one fea- 
ture of which is the present tour. 

The Symphony Program. 

The orchestra will begin its program 
with a work new to this city, Kalinni- 
kow’s “Symphony in G Minor,’’ which 
bas four movements. Its next mumber 
will be De Bussy's famous ‘“‘L’Apres 
Midi d’un Faune.’’ Hofmann’s offering 
will be Schumann's Concerto in A Minor 
for piano and orchestra. The orchestra 
will close the program with folksongs 
and dances by Percy Grainger—‘‘Molly 
on the Shore,” ‘Irish Tune,” and 
“Shepherds’ Hey.” 

The new Board of Management is 
elated over the prospects for the next 
season and the marked interest which 
is being shown by the public in the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. The seat 
sales, to date, amount to $16,500, which 
is an increase of $3500 over the sales at 
this time last year. The management 
attributes this to the growing popu- 
larity of the Symphony Orchestra con- 
certs with the public of St. Louis and 
the splendid soloists .whom they have 
been able to. @ecure. for the 1916-1917 
season. 


Soloistéttor Next Year. 
The soloists for the. coming year in- 


clude artists of international fame. 
Among them are Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink, contralto; Josef Hofmann, pian- 
ist; Mischa Elman, violinist; Efrem 
Zimbalist, violinist; Alma Gluck, so0- 
prano, and Mrs. H. H. A. Beach, plan- 
ist, and America’s foremost wornan 
composer.

: Journey to Fighting Line | 


HE morning came quickly, and 
T with it our escort from G. H. 
Q. We found ourselves pres- 
ently descending an avenue of trees 
to the eighteenth century chateau 
which is used by the G. H. Q. as a 
hostel for its guests. In a few min- 
utes I found myself standing, bewil- 
dered by the strangeness and inter- 
est of it all, in a charming Louis 
Quinze room, plain and simple in the 
true manner of the French country 
house.

LONDON, April 25. 
T: German airships have been one of the 
greatest successes of the war—as great as 
the German artillery, which took everyone 
by surprise at the beginning of the war. 

It is mere self-deception to pretend that Ger- 
man airships: have been of no military value— 
using the word military to include work of fight- 
ing value to both navy and army. Scouting air- 
ships over the North Sea and the Baltic have 
been of the greatest help to the German fleet in 
detecting the presence of British ships and so 
enabling weaker German sea squadrons to escape 
and in co-operating with submarines. It has been 
published publicly in Germany and in Scandinavia 
that the crew of one Zeppelin were ail given the 
Iron Cross for this co-operation with a subma- 
rine or submarines, which ultimately succeeded 
in sinking the Cressy, the Aboukir and The 
Hague in the North Sea, thanks, Seemingly, to 
scouting by this Zeppelin. 

If all the Zeppelin fleet together could count 
no more success than this one action they would 
have justified their existence,: for these ships 
would pay for the majority of the Zeppelins built 
since the war began, seeing that a Zeppelin 
costs @ mere $500,000 or.so, and probably costs 
less now that the Germans have improved their 
methods of producing and have speeded up their 
output. 

It must be remembered, however, that any 
action that hinders the operations of one army 


is of military value to the enemy’s army, and 


the Germans may fairly claim that their airships 
have assisted them in this way. It is surely no 
secret now to the Germans that the greater part 
of Great Britain is in almost complete darkness 
during the night, so that the whereabouts of 
towns may be concealed from their airships: nor 
can it be a secret that railways cease running 
when a raid is signaled, so as not to act as guides, 
or that motors are forbidden to carry lights at 
night. 

And it is surely evident that these precautions 
must hinder the transport of munitions and the 
movements of munition workers during the hours 
of darkness. If one were able to count up all 
the working hours lost from this cause one would 
certainly find that the output of munitions of all 
sorts has been prevented to an appreciable extent 
from increasing as it might have done had all 
the lights of England been kept full on night after 


night. 
| stroyed any important munition factory nor 
have they caused enormous casualties among 
troops in camp, nor have they sunk ship# ‘hor 
blown up naval ammunitign stores, but they have 
undoubtedly done work of military value. 

One may brand Zeppelin crews as baby killers 
and jeer at their bad marksmanship, or scoff at 
their mistaking a country village for a manufac- 
turing city, but the fact remains that they have 
done useful work from their point of view. 

The reports circulated by the German “wire- 
less,” boasting of havoc wrought in places which 
have never even seen a Zeppelin, are, of course, 
deliberate Hes, but they are lies with a distinct 
purpose in view. They are intended not only to 
encourage the German people, but to impress neu- 
tral nation with the power of Zeppelins, 
and they have that effect. The Germans 
know that Great Britain cannot prove they 
are lies without giving away precisely the infor- 
mation the Germans want as to where the bombs )}. 
really fall, and British official statements that 
the German stories are “inaccurate,” ‘“‘bombastic,” 
and so forth, are no more likely to be believed by 
Swedish or Rumanian or South American or even 
North American citizens than are the German 
statements. Perhaps British statements are even 
less believed, for throughout the war the Ger- 
mans have deliberately and very cleverly “doped” 
neutral nations with lies which it is almost impos- 
sible to disprove without telling just what the 
Germans would like to know about many things. 

It is just as well to look this fact squarely in 
the face, for it is all of a plece with the policy 
of German airship raids, and it helps one to 
understand the real value of their airships both as 


a political and as a military force.

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Why Zeppelin Raids 
Are Never Attempted 


by the Light of Day 


HE top speed of a modern Zeppelin 
T is supposed to be about 70 miles 
an hour, though some aeroplane 
pilots who have chased them unsuccess- 
fully say it is more, and others who 
have caught them say it is less. In any, 
case the best Zeppelin is always slowcr 
than any really good aeroplane. Also 
it is well to remember that while the 
world’s record for altitude is held by a 
German aeroplane, with 25,275 feet, the 
best on record for a Zeppelin is 10,000 
feet. Any respectable aeroplane should 
be able to reach a height of 15,000 feet, 
and it is calculated that a Zeppelin 
could reach that height only by jettison- 


ing all its ballast, all its guns and am- 
munition, all ita\fuel and about half its 
crew as well. So that if chased up to 
such a height either by acroplanes or by 
anti-aircraft guns a Zeppelin becomes 
innocuous. Not only so, but it 
gets to such a height by such means it 
will lose much gas by expansion in the 
rarified atmosphere, and when it wants 
to come down again the remaining gas 
will contract as it reaches the heavier 
air below. There will then be insujji- 
cient displacement of air to keep the 
ship afloat and wnless something else 
can be jettisoned to lighten the ship the 
descent will become an uncontrollabic 
fall. A fully loaded Zeppelin approach- 
ing the British coast could hardly get 
above 7000 to 8000 feet. But after 
using a ton or so of fuel and dropping 
all its bombs it might perhaps rise to 
12,000 feet or so, At that height it 
should still be un easy mark for clever 
anti-aircraft gunners, and a slill easier 
one for a pilot on a first-class aeroplane 
fitted with a searchlight which would 
enable him to keep the ship in view 
when she was lost by the searchlight on 
the ground—for one assumes in these 
days that no airship will ever be so 
foolish as to cross an cnemy’s lines in 
daylight.—C. G. GREY.

the channel in 1909, namely, that Great Britain is 
no longer an island and that the command of the 
air is as necessary to the British empire's ex- 
istence as is the command of the sea.

If the Germans had had the politica! foresight 
to have saved up their Zeppelins till they had a 
fleet of a hundred or two of them ready to launch 
on England at once, as they would have had by 
the end of 1916, they would not only have done im- 
mense moral and material damdge, but they 
would almost certainly have found the English, 
according to national custom, unprepared to meet 
them, so that England has been able to take the 
measure of their effectiveness gradually, and has 
been warned in spite of herself to prepare de- 
fenses accordingly. The result has been that the 
Germans have lost ships time after time, and in 
due course they will find that it is impossible to 
navigate over British ground at all, at any rate 
with airships. Small, fast aeroplanes are another 
matter altogether, = are outside the scope of 


this article. 
Educative Value for English. 
A people themselves, it is gratifying to 
British national pride to find how little 
the people have been frightened. In fact, the 
educative value of the raids entirely outweigh any 
harmful moral effect they may have had. 
Naturally there has been a certain amount of 
panic where bombs have fallen in thickly pop- 
ultated districts, but such an amount of panic is 
natural when unseen death is descending from 
heaven unexpectedly.

preparations. It may be lack of imagination, or 
it may be sheer laxness or it may be the high 
moral courage of the British people, but certainly 
the German airships have not caused the agi- 
tation they ‘deserve to have caused after all 
the trouble they have taken; which only snows 
that hard work alone does not bring success. 


So much for the cause and effect of the various 
air raids. One may now perhaps say something 
of the projectiles used and their effects before 
passing on to a description of the airships them- 
selves. 

The bombs are of two kinds. The high ex- 
plosive bombs are commonly known as H. E. or 
as T. N. T., owing to their being made of tri- 
nitro-tuluol, an explosive of the nitroglycerin spe- 
cies, but far more powerful than nitroglycerin 
itself. The T. N. T. bomb is intended solely to 
shatter, and if such a bomb causes a fire it is 
by accident. Used against houses they are fairly 
deadly, and a 200-pound T. N. T. bomb would 
probably demolish a good-sized hotel or a large 
block of flats if it hit it fairly in the middle. 

Use of Incendiary Bombs. 

HE other bombs used are incendiaries. These 

7 have very low explosive powers, but con- 
tain a deadly mixture which, when the 
bombs burst, spreads over everything in the vicin- 
ity and effectively sets fire to anything combusti- 
ble. The stuff inside is called “thermit,”’ and is 
of the nature of the stuff inside the fireworks 
known as “Bengal lights,” but burns much more 
fiercely; in fact its burning temperature is about 
the hottest thing known, apart from artificially 
produced heats such as furnace heats or oxy- 
acetylene flames. The result is that “thermit” 
will set fire to damp materials, such as wet wood- 
work, when an ordinary petrol bomb would merely 
dry the outside. 

The ‘‘thermit”’ bombs are generally cone-shaped 
things with a handle at the apex and the fuse in 
the base. The casing is of thin metal bound round 
with tarred rope, which increases the “burst” of 
the bomb, apparently, by its elasticity, like those 
string-wound fireworks known as maroons, and 
also acts as additional fire lighter. Occasionally, 
however, the bombs never burst at all, but 
merely combust internally, so that one picks up a 
metal cone full of a kind of clinker or slag and 
surrounded by burnt rope. 

Most of these bombs are big enough and heavy 
enough to knock a hole through the roof of an 
ordinary ‘eligible villa residence,’ as the house 
agents call them, but would hardly smash a heav- 
ily built public building, and they have no shat- 
tering power sideways; consequently, unless they 
land squarely in the middle of a roof thev are 
fairly harmless, for if they hit on the slant tney 


merely glance off, and if they burst tn the street 


they do no damage at all unless someone happens 
to be standing close by where they burst and its 
sprinkled with burning ‘thermit.’’ 

That is doubtless why the German airship peo- 
ple keep pretty close to the system of dropping 
a big T. N. T. bomb or two and following it im- 
mediately by some incendiaries, so that if the 
high explosive falling in the street blow out the 
side of a house the incendiaries may stand a 
chance of setting fire to the wreckage. 

As a rule it does not work out in practice, 
though good enough in theory, and the most suc- 
cessful fires caused by bombs have been when in- 
cendieries have fallen on cheap “match box” dwell- 
ing houses, or in storage places such as timber 
yards. Occasionally houses have set themselves 
alight after being smashed by H. E. bombs, but 
taking it all round, the actual effects of bombs 
have been—from. the German point of view, and 
even from the enthusiastic bomb designer’s point 
of view—very disappointing. There have been 
some desperately narrow escapes, though. I 
know of one case where they missed an important 
aero engine factory by e matter of feet. [In an- 
other they bombed. without. hitting, a wayside 
farm alcngside a straight white road, evidently 
under the impression that it was a station on a 
somewhat important strategic railway. They 
never seem to hit the right thing. Which may 
be some consolation to any reader who ig hit by 
a bomb, for he or she may rest assured that the 
bomb was aimed at something else and not at:

| if there should be a gas leak anywhere 


near them, but apparently this danger 
is regarded in war time as being less 
than the danger from aeroplane bombs. 


The idea in dividing a Zeppelin into 
compartments is precisely that of bulk- 
heading a ship. Cross bracing of the 
hull is necessary to secure rigidity, and 
by making the cross bracing water tight 
~—in this case gas tight—safety against 
sudden sinking is also secured. Also, 
in an airship the ends of the ship are 
relieved of the excessive préssure when 
the ship rears up on her tail or dives 
suddenly, the pressure in a-Zeppelin be- 
ing taken by the transverse bracing, 
where in a single bag ship it would all 
be concentrated on one end of the bag. 

The gas bags in a Zeppelin are so ar- 
ranged as to size that if two or three 
are punctured by a shell and lose their 
gas, the ship will still keep afloat so 
long, of course, as the escaping gas does 
not catch fire. It ig aven said that by 
throwing overboard heavy articles, such 
as bombs, ammunition, guns, etc., the 
bare hull and the crew could be kept 
afloat by 10 or 12 compartments out 
of the origina] 18. 


I have heard it said by those who know 
something of airships that the modern 
Zeppelins are so designed that in ex- 
tremé emergencies the whole of the en- 
gines can be jettisoned bodily, and we 
know from British official reports pub- 
lished early in April that a Zeppelin, 
which was hit either by bombs from an 
aeroplane or by-a shell from a gun, 
dropped ‘“‘machinery”’ of some sort. One 
assumes that it was a wireless appar- 
atus or spare engine parts. Also one 
knows that the big petrol tanks fitted 
for long distance raids are built to be 
jettisoned quickly by releasing a couple 
of straps. All this is with the idea of 
giving the crew a sporting chance of 
drifting ashore if brought down at sea 
or of being helped into friendly territory 
by a favoring wind. Truly the Germans 
have plenty of foresight and leave as 
little as possible to luck. 


Why Cars Are Used as Beate. 

The original idea in making the cars 
act as boats was that the early Zep- 
relins were experimented on Lake Con- 
stance from a floating shed which 
veered with the wind, so that the ships 
were floated in and out always ‘head 
on,”’ to whatever wind might be blow- 
ing. Judging from the fate of L-19 in 
the North Sea and L-15 in the Thames, 
it appears that the gondolas failed to 
function, but in those cases it appears 
that the hull was badly smashed and 
overweighted the flotation of the boats; 
but if there was still enough gas in the 
hull for it to keep itself afloat in the 
air, though not enough to lift the gon- 
dolas as well, it is probable that the 
gondolas would keep themselves and 
their load afloat on the water. 

Very elaborate and cleverly designed 
machinery is fitted in Zeppelins to 
transfer gas from one gas bag to an- 
other, and so to keep the ship trimmed 
fore and aft. If one gas bag at one 
ond is punctured and empties itself, 
naturally that.end will sink; but It is 
possible, if the: hole is not too big, for 
men td {gét inside that compartment 
and repair the hole, after which gas 
from the other compartments can be 
transferred to it and the necessary pro- 
rortions of lift restored, even though 
the total lift of the ship be reduced. 
The instruments used to indicate to the 
crew the exact amount and pressure of 
gas in each gas bag are very accurate 
and delicate, and are excellent exam- 
ples of German ingenulty. 

From examination of the wreckage of 
LZ-77, which was brought down at 
Revigny, it has been possible to ob- 
tain a fairly good idea of the dimen- 
sions of the newer Zeppelins. There {fs 
no revolutionary change from the pre- 
war type, but undoubtedly the newer 
ships are somewhat bigger. 

How Zeppelins Have Grown. 

The figures have been arrived at by 
examining the main and transverse 
girders, their curves and their calcu- 
lated stress limits, compared with those 
of Z-VIII, brought down in France in 
August, 1914. 

The growth of the Zeppelins may be 
stated thus: 

1912 type—19,500 cubic.meters. 141 me- 
ters long, 14.880 meters diameter. 

1913 type—22,000 cubic meters, 156 me- 
ters long, 14.80 meters diameter. 

1914 type—27,000 cubic meters, 158 me- 
ters long, 16.58 meters diameter. 

1916 type—30,000 cubic meters, which 
Iidicates a length of about 168 meters, 
or about 540 feet, and a capacity of 
something over 1,000,000 cubic feet. 

That, at any rate, disposes of the 
yarns from Swiss and Scandinavian 
sources about Zeppelins 400 yards long. 

The shape of the wrecked ship was. 
as previously stated, more that of a 
cigar than of a cylinder. The five mo- 
tcrs were all of the familiar Maybach 
type, with a bore of 160 millimeters and 
a stroke of 170 millimeters (roughly 6% 
in. by 7 1n.), and giving 180 to 200 horse- 
power each, so that the total horsepow- 
er may be put down at 1000. 

The petrol consumption of these en- 
gines would be about 20 grammes per 
horsepower per hour, or 606 pounds per 
hous for the whole power plant at full 
bore. The total oil consumption would 
be about 30 pounds per hour. Therefore 
a 10-hour flight at full speed would 
consume 6360 pounds (about 2 tons + 
ewt.) of fuel and oil. 

No airship would, presumably, ven- 
ture to cross to England with less than 
100 hours’ fuel on board, so that this 
load limits very considerably the bomb- 
carrying capacity. 

Character of Bomb Cargo. 

The bombs carried on the L-27 were 
estimated to weigh in all 30M pounds, or 
a ton and a half, and they ranged in 
size from 123-pound bombs up to 250 
pounds. 

The crew Were 23 in number, which 
seems unnecessarily large, though, as 
the trip was a short one, being over 
French territory, it is probable that 
the ship carried extra men for instruc- 
tional purposes, and less fuel to make 
up for them. 

On a long cruise, such as a raid over 
England, it is probable that 12 or 16 
teally experienced men could run the 
ship quite well, but one may put the 
average crew at about 16. 

Thence we may estimate a modern 
Zeppelin’s load thus:

Wind a Controlling Factor. 

It was taken for granted in the early 
days of the war that if and when Zep- 
peling attacked Wngland they would 
cross the North Sea against a west 
wind, so that if they were damaged 
vor if their engines broke down, they 
would be drifted safely back to Ger- 
many. This theory did not work out 
in practice, fo- when the British fleet 
cut off Germany from contact with the 
Atlantic it deprived the German air 
fleet of weather forecasts from the 
west; consequently the Germans could 
not tell what weather was coming up 
behind a west wind. 

Several airships were wrecked in sud 
den changes in westerly winds, and so 
the Germans have fought shy of raids 
in west winds ever since. On the other 
hend, the Germans have at their dis- 
posal continual weather information 
ranging from Ireland right round the 
Arctic Circle to the Russian frontier and 
for a thousand miles east from the 
North Sea far into Russi:, and thence 
down to the Black Sea and the Adriatic. 
Aw a result they can always tell for 
at least 10 or 12 hours ahead if any 
change is coming ‘n from the north- 
west, northeast or southeast. 

A wind of over 100 miles an hour would 
be a vast hurricane, and it would take 
10 hours for such a wind to get from 
the limits of the German area of infor- 
mation to the North Sea, so that if a 
yiolent change is signrlled it is always 

ossible for the meteorological bureau 

shore to recall the airships by wire- 

ess before they are surprised by a 
storm, 

That is why practically all the im- 
portant Zeppelin raids have been made 
when the weather has been setting 
' gteadily from the east. A few single 
ships have risked a dash at the English 
coast in a west wind, but they have only 
been lone-hand ventures. 

Speed and Altitude. 

The top speed ‘of a modern Zeppelin 
is supposed to be about seventy miles 
an hour, though some aeroplane pilots 
who have chased them unsuccessfully 
say it is more, and others who have 
caucht tem say it is less. In any case, 
the best Zeppelin is always slower than 
any really good aeroplane. Also, it is 
well to remember that while the world’s 
record for ajtitude is held by a German 
aeroplane, with 25,275 feet, the best on 
record for a Zeppelin is 10,000 feet. Any 
respectable aeroplane should be able to 
reach a height of 15,000 feet, and it 1s 
calculated that a Zeppelin could reach 
that height only by jettisoning all its 
ballast, all its guns and ammunition, all 
i‘: fuel and abot half its crew as well. 
So that if chased up to such a height 
either by aeroplanes or by anti-aircraft 
guns, a Zeppelin becomes innocuous. Not 
only so, but when it gets to such a 
height by such means it will lose much 
gas by expansion in the rarified atmos- 
phere, and when it wants to come down 
arcain the remaining gas will contract 
as it reaches the heavier air below. 
There will then be insufficient displace- 
ment of air to keep the ship afloat, and 
unless sometifting else can be jettisoned 
to lighten the ship the descent will be- 
come an uncontrollable fall. 

A fully loaded Zeppelin approaching 
the British coa © could hardly get above 
7000 to 8000 feet. But after using a ton 
or so of fuel and dropping all its bombs 
it might perhaps rise to 12,000 feet or so. 
At that height it should still be an easy 
mark for clever anti-aircraft gunners, 
and a still easier one for a pilot on a 
first-class aeroplan> fitted with a search- 
light which would enable him to keep 
the ship in view when she was lost by 
the searchlight on the ground—for one 
assumes in these days that no airship 


will ever be so foolish as to cross an 


enemy’s lines in daylight. 
Germaus Have Reason to Be Pleased. 

Taking it aliround, the Germans have 
every reason to be satisfied with the 
work their airships have done; but they 
have to thank British conservatism as 
much as their own ingenuity for that 
success. Ii the Government of the past 
had realized the importance of ade- 
quate aerial defense Great Britain would 

ve had her own super-Zeppelins to 
meet German airships in fair fight, and 
she woul@ have'had aeroplanes properly 
equipped as ‘‘destroyers” to attack air- 
ships at night. , 

Mr. Churchill’s. promised ‘‘swarm of 
hornets” was no empty boast. He used 
the phrase to indicate what would hap- 
pen if airships came to England in day- 
light—doubtless remembering that all 
the best hornets go to bed at dusk. 
Nevertheless, if his policy had been 
properly backed up by hig technical ad- 
visers there would have been a flock of 
nighthawks also ready for Zeppelins at 
night. 

That no such machines exist is one of 
the matters still to be put right by 
those of us who are agitating for aeria] 
reform. The right machines and the 
right men can be got in the British em- 
pire, and they will be got before pres- 
ent agitations cease. Meanwhile, no 
doubt, other airship raids will be made 
from Germany, and they wil! strengthen 
very materially the support accorded 
by the British public to the reform 
party. 

When those reforms are. carried 
through and when the supply and con- 
struction of British atroraft are put in 
the hands of practical men who know 
their business German airships are likely 
to find short shift on the west of the 
North Sea.

the newspaper business. Howe recently 
turned over the Atchison Globe property 
ty» his son, and is now amusing himself 
by editipg a monthly magazine. 

His departure from Missouri, Howe re- 
lated, was the result of ridicule. At the 
town swimming hole, one morning, an- 
other boy went over his depth and was 
almost drowned. A physician could 
“pring him to," the other boys, insist- 
ed. and Ed Howe was the one who ran 
for the doctor. He made a great run 
and got the doctor back wtth him in 
time to resuscitate the other boy. The 
townspeople, men, women and children, 
gathered around and viewed the nestora- 
tion. 

“*Then,”’ said Howe, “I thoughtit was 
about time for me to get some atten- 
tion. And I did. An old lady tamed 
to me and said: "Why, E44, look at your 
And there I was, naked as the day I-was 
born.” 

Two Ambitions Unfulfilied. 
In leaving newspaper work after more 
than a half century’s experience, Howe! 
said, he left some ambitions still unful- 
filled. One of these ambitions was to 
get people to call him by his full name 
—Edgar Watson Howe. Instead, he its 
known merely as “Old Ed Howe.” An- 
other ambition was to get $100 for-a cir- 
cus advertisement. The circus abways 
succeeded in beating him down to $30.

S80 I made an ex- 
ception in his case, for once, but if 
he writes me again, back goes his 
dime.”’

The mannikin seemed alive 
and more than alive, the embodiment 
of the spirit of the place. Facing 
northward toward the German guns 
it seemed to respond to the with a

civilian in Verdun,” the soldiers called 
him, but his manner was rather that 
of the Poilu, 


A Factory That Was. 


E crossed the river and the canal 
W and stopped by the ruin of what 
had once been a big factory or 
warehouse. We crawled through an 
open shell-made breach in the brick 
wall and stood in the interior. The 
ashes were still hot, and in corners there 
were smoking fires. Two days ago, at 
just this time, your guides told you, 
men had been working here; making 
bread, I think. At the same time we 
had come to the ruins—tne same time of 
day, that is—the Germans had dropped 
a half dozen incendiary shells into the 
building and it had burned in 10 min- 
utes. Most of the men who had been 
there then were still there, under the 
smoking mass of wreckage; the smell! 
of burned human flesh was in the air. 

A few steps away there was a little 
house standing intact. On the floor 
there were stretched four rolls of whits 
cloth. The General and those with hiin 
took off their hats as they entered. He 
opened one of the packages and you 
saw only a charred black mass, some- 
thing that looked like a half-burned log 
} taken from the fireplace. But two days 
ago it had been a man, and the meta! 
disk of identification had already been 
found and had served to disclose tha 
victim’s name. These were the first | 
bodies that had been removed from the 
ruins. 

Taking our cars again we drove back 
and stopped before tne Malirie and pass- 
ing under the arch entered the court- 
yard. The building had fared better 
than most, but there were many shel! 
marks. In the courtyard were four guns. 
Forty-six years béfore another German 
army had come down from the North, 
another whirlwind of artillery had 
struck the town and laid it in ashes, 
but even under the ashes the town had 
held out for three weeks. Afterward the 
republic of France had given these guns 
to the people of Verdun in recognition 
of their heroism. 


The Fireman of Verdun. 


N the courtyard I was presented to 
| a man wearing his uniform and hel- 

met of a fireman. He was the chief 
of the Verdun Fire Department. His 
mission, his perilous duty, it was to 
help extinguish the fires that flamed up 
after every shell. In all my life I have 
never seen @ ma. at once so crushed 
and so patiently courageous. He was 
not young, but his blue Lorraine eyes 
were still clear. Yet he looked at you, 
he looked out upon the world, with un- 
disguised amazement. For a generation 
his bus‘ness had been to fight fires. He 
had protected his little town from con-j|-E 
flagrations that might sometimes, per- | 
haps once, possibly twice, have risen to 
the dignity of a ‘“‘three alarm.’’ For the 
rest he had dealt with blazes. 

Now, out of the skies and the dark- 
ness and out of the daylight, too, fire 
had descended upon his town. Under 
an avalanche of incendiary shells, under 
@ landslide of fire, his city was melting 
visibly into ashes. He had lived fire 
and dreamed fire for half a century, 
but now the world had turned to fire— 
his world—and he looked out upon it in 
dazed wonder. He could ne longer 
fight this fire, restrain it, conquer it; 
he could only go out under the burst- 
ing shells and strive to minimize by 
some fraction the destruction, but it 
was only child’s play, this work of his 
which had been a man’s business. And 
there was no mistaking the fact that this 
world was now too much for him. He 
was a brave man; they told me of 
things he had done; but his little cos- 
mos had gone to chaos utterly. 


One Unscathed Square. 


E entered our cars again and 
W went to another quarter of the 
city. Everywhere were ashes 
and ruin, but everywhere the sense of 
destruction that was progressive, not 
complete; it still marched. It was as 
Arras had been, they toki me, before 
the last wall had tumbled and the Ar- 
tois capital had become nothing but a 
memory.

The army left Verdun for the hills 
when the war began; the people left 
when the present drive began in Febru- 
ary. Even the dogs and cats, which 
were seen by correspondents in earlier 
visits, have been ued and sent 
away. Verdun is dead, it is almost as 
dead as are Arras and Ypres, but 
neither of these towns after a year and 
a half of bombardment has fallen. 
The correspondent who was taken to 
see Verdun burn, after it had been set 
en fire by shell fire, was discovered by 
French gunners and shelled. He went 
away taking with him an impression of 
e doomed city. This picture was duly 
transmitted to America. But two days 
later, when I visited the city, there was 
no evidence of desperation, because 
there was no one left to be desperate. 
Doubtless on oceasion we shall have 
many more descriptions of the destruc-

tion of this town, descriptions meant to 


impress Americans or encourage Ger- 
mans. The material for such fires is 
not exhausted. The cathedral on the 
tup of the hill is hardly shell-marked at 
al, and it will make a famous display 
when it is fired as was Rheims, as were 
the churches of Champagne and Artois. 
But there is something novel in the 
thought of a city burned, not to make a 
Roman or even German holiday, but 
burned to make the world believe that 
the Battle of Verdun had been 4 Ger- 
man victory.

A Nearby Shell. 


PSNRESENTLY the General's car 
ee stuck in the mud and we halt- 
ed, for a mintite perhaps; then 
we wert 0n: we passéd a dead horse 
lying in the road; then, of a sudden, 
came that same terrible grinding, 
métallic crash; I have never seen any 
description of a heavy shell explo- 
sion that fitteg it. Behind us we 
could see the black smoke ° ising 
from the ground in a suburb through 
which we had just come. I saw three 
explosions. A moment later we were 
at the gate of Fort de la Chaume, 
and: we were warned not to stop, but 
to hasten in, for the Germans, when- 
ever they see cars at this point, sus- 
pect that Joffre has arrived, or Pres- 
ident Poincare, and act accordingly. 
We did not delay. 
Fort de la Chaume is one of the 
many fortifications built since the 
Franco-Prussian War and intended 
to defend the city. Like all the rest, 
it céased to have value when the 
German artillery had shown at 
Idege and Namur that it was the 
master of the fort. Then the French 
left their forts and went out to 
trenches beyond and took with them 
the heavy guns that the fort once 
boasted. Today Fort de la Chaume 
is just an empty shell, as é¢mpty as 
the old Vauban citadel in the valley 
below. And what is true of this fort 
is trué of all the other forts of that 
famous fortress of Verdun, which is 
no longer a fortress, but a sector 
in the trench line that runs from the 
North Sea to Switzerland. 
From the walls of the fort staff 
officers showed me the surrounding 
country. I looked down on the city of 
Verdun, hiding under the shadow of 
its cathedral. I looked across the 
level Meuse Valley, with its little 
river; I studied the wall of hills be- 
yond. Somewhere in the tangle on 
the horizon was Douamont, which the 
Germans held. Down the valley of 
the river in the haze was the town 
of Bras, which was French; beyond 
it the village of Vachreauville, which 
was German. Beyond the hills in the 
center of the picture, but hidden by 
them, were Le Mort Homme and Hill 
304. Verdun is like a lump of sugar 
in a finger-bow!, and I was stand- 
ing on the rim. It seemed utterly im- 
possible that anyone should even 
think of this town as a fortress or 
count its ashes as of meaning in the 
conflict. 


The War Invisible. 


OMEWHERE in the background 
S a French battery of heavy 
guns was firing, and the sound 
was clear; but it did not sugest war, 
rather a blasting operation. The Ger- 
man gune were still again. There 
was a faint billowing roll of gunfire 
across the river toward Douamont, 
but very faint. As for trenchés, sol- 
diera, evidences of battle, they did 
not exist. I thought of Ralph Pulit- 
zer’s vivid story of riding to the 
Rheims front in a military aeroplane 
and seeing of war, just nothing. 
The geography of the Verdun 
country unrolleg before us with ab- 
soluté clarity; the whole relation of 
hills and river and railroads was un- 
mistakable. But despite the faint 
‘gound of musketry, the occasional 
roar of a French gun, I might have 
been in the Berkshires looking down 
on the Housatonic. Six miles to the 
north around Le Mort Homme that 
battle which has not stopped for two 
months was still going on. Around 
Dotiamont the overture was just 
starting, the overture to a stiff fight 
in the afternoon, but of all the cir- 
cumstances of battle that one has 
read of, that one still vaguely ex- 
pects to see, there was not a sign. 
Tf it suited their fancy the Germans 
could turn the hill on which I stood 
into a crater of ruin, as they did 
with Fort Loncin at Liege. We were 
well within range, easy range; we 
liveg@ because they had no object to 
gérvé by such shooting, but we were 
without even a hint of their where- 
abouts. 
I have already described the mili- 
tary geography of Verdun. I[ shall 
not attempt to répeat it here, but it 
is the invisibility of warfare, wheth- "a 
ér examined from the earth or the restrictions, 
air, whith tmpresses the civilian. If : . aa ae 
you go to the trenches you creep 
through tunnels and cavities until 
you are permitted to peer through a 
peephole, and you see yellow dirt 
some yards away. You nmiay hear bul- 
‘lets over your head, you may hear 
shells passing, but what you see'is a 
hillside with some slashings. That is 
the enemy. If you go to an obsérva- 
tion post back of thé trenches, then 
you will see a whole range of coun- 
try, but not even the trenches of 
your own side.

I hope I shall see Gen. Dubois again. 

As we left Verdun the firing was 
increasing; it.wes rolling up like a 
rising gale, the infantry fire was be- 
coming pronounced, the Germans were 
beginning an attack upon Le Mort 
Homme. Just before sunset we passed 
through the Argonne Forest and came 
out beyond. On a hill to the north 
against the sky the monument of Val- 
my stood out in clear relief, marking 
the hill where Kellermann had turned 
back another Prussian army. Then 
we slipped down into the plain. of 
Chalons, where cther Frenchmen had 
niet and conquered Attila. At dark 
we halted in Montmirail, where Na- 
poleon won his last victory before his 
empire fell. The sound of the guns 
we had left behind was still in our 
ears and the meaning of these names 
in our minds. 


A Frenchman’s Story. 
RESENTLY my French compan- 
a ion said to me: “It is a long 
time, isn’t it?’ He meant all 
the years since the first storm came 
ouc of the north, and I think the same 
thought is in every Frenchman's mind. 

Then he told me his.story. 

“T had two boys.” he said; “one was 
taken from me years ago in an acci- 
dent; he was killed and it was ter- 
rible. But the other I gave. 

“He was shot, my last boy, up near 
Verdun, in the teginning of the war. 
He did not die at once and I went to 
him. For 20 days I sat beside him in 
a cellar waiting for h‘'m to die. I 
bought the last coffin in the village, 
that he might be buried in it, and 
kept it under my bed. We talked 
many times before he died, and he 
told me all he knew of the fight, of 
the men about him and how they fell. 

“My name is fin‘shed, but I say to 
you now that in all that experience 
there was nothing that was not beau- 
tiful.” And as far as I can analyze 
or put in words the impression that I 
have brought away from France, from 
the ruin and the suffering and the 
destruction, I think it is expressed in 
those words. I have seen nothing 
that was not beautiful, too, because 
through all the spirit of “rance shone 
clear and bright.

He opened his kitchen to show me 
the good-things going on, and as we 
moved away there came up a march- 
ing platoon of men from the trenches, 
who had done their allotted time there, 
and were coming back to billets. The 
‘General went to greet them. ‘Well, 
my boys you could stick it all right? 
Nothing wrong with you?’ It was 
good to see the lightening in the tired 
faces and to watch the group disappear 
into the cheerful hubbub of the village. 

A Shell for the Germans. 

We walked on, and outside the vil- 
lage I heard the guns for the first time. 
We were now “actually in the battle,” 
according to my companion, and a shell 
was quite possible, though not probable. 
Again, I can’t remember that the fact 
made any impression upon us. We were 
watching now parties of men at regular 
intervals sitting waiting in the fields be- 
side the road, with their rifles and kits 
on the grass near them. They were 
waiting for the signal to move up to- 
wards the firing line as soon as the 
dusk was further advanced. ‘We shall 
meet them later,’’ said the General, “as 
we come back.”’ 

At the same moment he turned to ad- 
dress a young artillery officer in the 
road: “Is your gun near here?’ ‘Yes, 
sir; I was just going back to it.” He 
was asked to show us the way. As we 
followed I noticed the white puff of 
a shell, far ahead, over the flat ditch- 
lined fields; a captive balloon was mak- 
ing observations about half a mile’ in 
front; and an aeroplane passed over our 
heads. ‘‘And not a Bosche,’’ said Capt. 
——-, regretfully. ‘“‘But we brought a 
Bosche down here yesterday, just over 
this village—a splendid fight.’’ 

Meanwhile, the artillery fire was 
quickening. We reached a ruined village 
from which all normal] inhabitants had 
been long since cleared away. The shat- 
tered church was there, and I noticed 
a large crucifix quite intact still hang- 
ing on its chancel wall. A little further 
and the boyish artillery officer, our 
leader, who had been by this time joined 
by a comrade, turned and beckoned to 
the General. Presently we were creep- 
ing through seas of mud down into the 
gun emplacement, so carefully concealsd 
that no aeroplane overhead could guess 
it. 

There it was—how many of its -fel- 
lows I had seen in the Midland and 
northern workshops!—its muzzle just 
showing in the dark, and 9 or 10 high 
explosive shells lying on the bench in 
front of the breach. One is putin. We 
stand back a little, and a sergeant telis 
me to put my fingers in my ears and 
look straight at the gun. Then comes 
the shock—not so violent as I expected— 
and the cartridge case drops out. The 
shell has sped on its way to the Ger- 
man trenches—with what result to hu- 
man flesh and blood? But I remember 
thinking very little of that—till after- 
wards. At the time, the excitement of 
the shot and of watching that little 
group of men in the darkness held all 
one’s nerves gripped. 

Companies That Marched With Death 


Our own guns were thundering away 
behind us and the road was more and 
more, broken up by shell holes. 

‘‘Look at that group of trees to your 
left—beyond it is Neuve Chapelle,”’ said 
our guide. “And you see those ruined 
cottages, straight ahead, and the wood 
behind? Our lines are just beyond the 
cottages and the Germans just in front 
of the wood. How far are we from 
them? Three-quarters of a mile.’”’ 

It was discussed whether we should be 
taken zig-zag through the fields to the 
entrance of the communication trench. 
But the firing was getting hotter and 
Capt. —— was evidently relieved when 
we elected to turn back. Shall I always 
regret that lost opportunity? We had 
already been nearer than any woman— 
even a nurse—has been, in this war, to 
the actual fighting line on the English 
line, and the cup of impressions was 
full, 

As we turned back, I noticed a little 
ruined cottage, with a Red Cross flag 
floating. Our guide explained that it 
was a field dressing statioh. It-was not 
for us—who could not help—to ask to go 
in. But the thought of it—there were 
some badly wounded in it—pursued .me 
as we walked on through the beautiful 
evening. 

A little further, we came across what 
I think moved me more than anything 
else in that crowded hour—those same 
companies of men we had seen sitting 
waiting in the fields, now marching 
quietly, spaced one behind the other, 
up to the trenches, to take their turn 
there. Every day I am accustomed to 
see bodies, small and large, of khaki- 
clad men, marching through these Hert- 
fordshire lanes. But this was different. 
The bearing was erect and manly, the 
faces perfectly cheerful; but there was 
the seriousness in them of men who 
knew well the day’s work to which 
they were going. I caught a little 
quiet whistling sometimes, but no sing- 
ing. We greeted them as they passed 
with a shy “good luck!” and they 
smiled shyly back, surprised, of course, 
to see a couple of women on that road. 
But there was no shyness towards the 
General. It was very evident that .the 
relations between him and them were 
as good as affection and confidence on 
both sides could make them. 

It was long before I closed my, eyes 
in the pretty room of the old chateau, 
When I woke in. the dawn i little 
guessed what the day was to bring 
forth or what was already happéning, 
80 miles away on the firing ''~>.

FIRST TIME EVER DONE 


Navy Board Said to Have 
Evolved Unequaled System 
of Communication. 


Py Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—A _ working 
system of wire and wireless communi- 


cation said by army and navy experts 
to be unequaled by that of any other 
nation, was effected today by the Navy 
Department as an adjunct to the prepar- 
edness program, It was instituted by a 
wireless telephone conversation, the 
first of its kind ever held, during which 
Secretary Daniels, seated at his desk in 
tne Navy Department, gave instructions 
tc a Commander on the bridge of a 
warship operating agaist a theoretical 
enemy far off the Virginia capes, and 
received reports from him. Simul- 
taneously other officials of the depart- 
ment were in telephone communication 
with all the navy yards and stations in 
continental United States. 

The plan represents more than a year 
cf continued labor by naval officers 
and experts of a telephone. and tele- 
graph company who have been co- 
operating with the department on the 
invitation of Secretary Daniels. 

Tests to Be Continued. 

Tests of the plan will continue unti! 
8 o’clock Monday morning, all business 
between the department and stations in 
the United States and the battleship 
New Hampshire, used for the wire 
less telephone communication, ~ being 
conducted either by telegraph, telephone 
or wireless during that time. 

Secretary Daniels was the first to 
converse with Capt. Chandler of the 
New Hampshire. He told the Captain 
to get under way by 10 o’clock Sunday 
and talk to the department again then. 

“It will not be long before the Sec- 
retary of the Navy can sit in his 
fice in the department,’’ Daniels told 
the Captain, “and communicate ver- 
bally with ships all over the world.” 

Rear Admiral Benson then talked to 
Capt. Chandler. Rear Admiral Bad. 
ger, retired, and several other officers 
exchanged greetings with the Captain. 

Mobllizing Industries. 

“We are mobilizing the industries of 
America,’’ Secretary Daniels explained, 
“through the naval consulting board, an 
organization with which is now affili- 
ated more than 36,000 men, an educated 
body of volunteers, inventors, engineers 
and scientists. We are taking an in- 
ventory of every factory in America, 
large and small, which in time of war 
should be utilized to make supplies for 
the army and navy.’’ 

The Secretary said that unless the 
Government could communicate freely 
with its military forces and industrial 
establishments it might be that in time 
of emergency the ships and troops 
would be too late to render effective 
service to the country. 

The naval station at Pensacola was 
the first of the shore bases with which 
communication was established. Com- 
mander Mustin, in charge there, report- 
ec as to the progress being made by the 
naval aviators. They were working day 
and night, he said, and making good 
progress. Other connections were made 
with Great Lake, Illinois station, in 32% 
seconds, the New York navy yard in 
27 seconds, with Norfolk in 4] sec- 
onds. Only a few seconds more were 
required to connect with the station at 
San Diego, Cal., from which point Ad- 
miral Fullam, commanding the Pacific 
reserve fleet, talked to Secretary Dan- 
iels. 

Here is Secretary Daniels’ order to 
the New Hampshire, the first ever giv- 
en over a wireless ‘phone bya Secre- 
tary of the Navy to the commander of 
a ship: 

“Is that you, Captain Chandler? Glad 
to hear you're well. It is interesting 
that the first conversation between rhe 
Secretary of the Navy and a warship 
should be between the Secretary and 
the son of a former Secretary, your dis- 
tinguished father. I am glad you ap- 
preciate the honor. It is interesting 
also that the first conversation is with 
the New Hampshire, of which you are 
captain, and from which State you 
come. Get under way by 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. I will be in the Navy De- 
partment at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, and we will have another conver- 
sation then. Stand by and keep in 
touch. We can hear you as well as if 
you were in Washington. It will not 
be very long before the Secretary of 
the Navy can sit in his office in the 
Department and communicate verbally 
with ships all over the world. Admira] 
Benson will now speak to you.”

SEDALIA, Mo., May 6.—The amazing

Courthouse, at which five of the seven 
candidates for Governor made speeches. 
The meeting. under the auspices of the 


Young Men's Democratic Club of Mis- 
souri, was lacking in spirit and enthusi- 
esm, and the speeches of the candidates, 
who were forbidden to attack each other 
on the platform, had no punch in them. 

The speakers were Lieutenant-Givernor 
William R. Painter, Secretary of State 
Cornelius Roach, John M. Atkinson, un- 
til recently Chairman of the Public 
Service Commission; the Rev. A. N. 
Lindsay of Clinton and James A. Hou- 
chin of St. Louis. The absentees were 
Fred D. Gardner of St. Louis and At- 
torney-General John T. Barker. 

While the candidates did not violate 
the injunction placed upon them by 
the club not to attack each other in 
their speeches, there was plenty of 
fighting going on among them on the 
outside. Every candidate who is con- 
ceded to have a chance for the nomina- 
tion was made the object of attacks by 
the other candidates. Gardner, proba- 
bly because he is regarded as having an 
excellent chance for the nomination, 
was being attacked from numerous 
angles. His land bank bill, which con- 
stitutes his principal issue in the cam- 
paign and the object of which is to pro- 
vide rural credit for the farmers, with 
low rates of interest, is being attacked 
in anonymous circulars, which char- 
acterize it as a single tax measure. 

Other Charges Made. 

Gardner is alsdiipeing attacked as 
being too friendly to the liquor inter- 
ests. and ne is circulating throughout 
the State a letter written by his pas- 
tor, the Rev. William Wirt King of the 
Grace Methodist Church of St Louis, 
in which the minister said: “As his 
(Gardner’s) pastor, having known him 
<o intimately for many years and Jiv- 
ing been in the closest church and per- 
sonal relations with him, I want to 
assure you and your friends that ary 
ieports that he is with the breweries, 
or that he would not stand for the -est 
things in civic and public life, «nd 
would not enforce temperance legisia- 
tion including the Sunday closing law, 
nre untrue and absolutely unfair to 
him.” This statement was indorsed by 
the Rev. James W. Lee, presiding el- 
der of the St. Louis District of the 
Methodist Church, South, the Rev. W. 
(‘. Bitting, pastor of the Second Bap- 
tist Church, the Rev. George Lloyd 
Hector of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
the Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, Episcopal 
Rishop of Missouri, and the Rev. Z. B.

MEAT HIDDEN, SOLD 
SECRETLY AT HIGH 
PRICES IN. BERLIN 


More Than 58,000 Pounds 
Found in Markets an¢ Private 
Houses of Butchers.

BERLIN, May 5. (via Ameterdam, 
May 6).—Search by the police of the 
meat markets and private houses of 
butchers in the last two days has re- 
vealed more than 58,000 pounds of meata, 
hams and sausages, concealed and sold 
privately to customers at exorbitant 
prices, in some instances almost in- 
credible. 

Meats, in many instances furnished 
through the municipal distribution to | 
butchers to be sold at the maximum 
prices fixed, were hidden away and 
sold priva ely to well-to-do customers 
at more than double the prices fixed by 
the municipal authorities. 

In the home of a wealthy butcher in 
a suburb half a ton of ham and bologna 
was found in a bed and under valuable 
laces, bedspreads and quilts in the 
bedroom. His shop had a sign, “Closed 
on account of inability to get meats.” 

In é@ach case the police confiscated the 
meats found, and they were sold under 
public supervision in the markets at 
the maximum prices. In central police 
headquarters a department has been or- 
ganized to ascertain and prosecute the 
food issuers. 

Despite severe punishment, even com- 
raratively wealthy butchers are taking 
big chances to make enormous profits. 
Hiams have been sold as high as $15; 
a goose for $18, and a chicken for $4. 
The shortage tn meats for May and 
June, which the Government frankly 
announced called for economy, has heen 
intensified by many butchers concealing 
the quantities distributed to them, in 
order to force fantastic prices from 
people who can afford to pay them. 

This also applies to the butter stores. 
In consequence, a number of butter 
stores were mobbed in Charlottenburg 
and the windows smashed by women, 
infuriated by the methods ef the pro- 
prietors. 


NO MAIL FOR ALTON SUBURB

any mail service until sidewalks are 
bullt.

The only indication regarding the per- 
sonal attitude of President Wilson was 
obtained today from persons close tv 
affairs of the White House, who de- 
scribed him as feeling himself in a po- 
sition where he could not question Ger- 
many’s good faith, unless the declara- 
tions made by the German Government 
should not prove effective. 

Count vun Bernstorff, the Germ 
Ambassador, returned to Washington 
today from New York.

Official Nore Text Published. 

The official text of the German note 
was made public today by the State 
Department. Ambassador Gerard, ir 
transmitting the document, said he had 
received copies in both German and 
English. A_ slight difference in the 
text occurs in that paragraph where 
the un-officlal version says Germany 
“has decided to make further conces- 
sion adapting the methods of submarine 
warfare to the interests of neutrals.” 
In the official text the words “In adopt- 
ing’ appear in place of the word 
“adapting.” Another difference has to 
do with an omission, probably due to 
an error in cable transmission. The 
words in the un-official version “sev- 
eral attempts made by the Government 
of the United States to prevail upon” 
preceding the words “the British Gov- 
ernment to act accordingly, failed 
because of flat refusals on the part of 
the British Government” and missing

The 
Vossische Zeitung, one of the few pa- 
pers to comment at length on the Ger- 
man reply, says: 

May Yet Be General Rejoicing. 

Discussing the German answer, George 
Bernhard, in the Vossiche Zeitung, 
says: 

“It will mot be expected of us, in view 
of our attitude toward this question, 
that we should greet with noisy joy the 
way our Government takes to avoid a 
cenflict.”’ 

However, he says, if it should end 
the uncertainties and if the hopes pinned 
on President Wilson’s futitre course 
should be realized, we will join in the 
general rejoicing. 

The Vorwaerts praises the answer 
warmly and says that German states- 
men could not do otherwise and they 
have dashed the hopes of Germany’s en- 
emies. The Government, it says, did 
what “all the comroandments of po- 
litical wisdom required,” and the de- 
cision will be welcomed fn the broad- 
est circles of the German people. 

Declaring that a German-American 
conflict is indeed not yet finally set- 
tled, but that its temporary adjustment 
will give time for a mutual, cool and 
objective consideration and further op- 
portunity to reach a final understand- 
tng, the Vorwaerts points out that the 
new orders to submarine commanders 
ceincide with the demands made by the 
Soctalistic Working Alllance in the 
Reichstag. 

Die Post says Germany’s course was 
dictated by the realization of her own 
strength. There can, however, be no 
further concessions, the newspaper adda. 

The Hamburg Nachrichten declares 
that never before did a mighty state 
make such concession In the midst of a 
struggle for existence. “This must be 
emphasized,’ the Nachrichten says, “al- 
though at this time ws pass over in 
silence the significance in the conces- 
sions for carrying on the war, and we 
cannot, for easily conceivable reasons, 
express ourselves more fully concern- 
ing the limiting of the submarine cam- 
paign in such a manner.” 

The Boersen Zeitung calls the note “a 
pleasant surprise,” in that it dissipated 
fears lest the Government might make 
too great concessions. It adds that even 
the circles which are disposed to reject 
all compromises will not be able to 
criticise adversely. 

Last German Concession, 

“The note is inspired by a sincere 
wish to avoid a break with the United 
Btates. The Government in ignoring the 
tone of President Wilson's note has 

e straight to the point wherein there 
is a possibility of an agreement by offer- 
ing to conduct the submarine campaign 
within the mits of antebellum interna- 
tional law. This is the last and furthest 
concession that Germany can make.” 

The Taegliche Rundschau, while ex- 
pressing the opinion that the note should

IN SUBMARINE DISPUTE 


Germany's Reply Regarded as Victory for 


Wilson’s Methods 
Expected, Von 


and Break Is Not 
Wiegand Says.

London.—Germany’s note {s con- 
strued here to be for the continuance 
of peace and the maintenance of the 
friendly relations which have contin- 


ued unbroken between Germany and 
America since 178. With a certain 
acerbity and indignation In tone at some 
of the allegations of President Wilson's 
note, Berlin leaders believe it none the 
less concedes, in principle, the demands 
made. 

Germany has promised to return to 
the principles of international law for 
the future conduct of the submarine 
warfare against Great Britain, in the 
expectation that President Wilson also 
will find means of leading Great Brit- 
ain back to the observance of that same 
international law, the violation of which 
brought Germany's submarine cam- 
paign of commerce destroying as a re- 
prisal, Germany henceforth will, ac- 
cording to promises, conduct her sub- 
marine war within the lines and prin- 
ciples of modern cruiser war against 
commerce. 

Relieves Tension in 8Serlin. 

The suspense and tension which hung 
heavily over Germany since the arrival 
of President Wilson’s peremptory note 
two weeks ago and which has been 
intensified in the last two days,, sud- 
denly was relieved when an extra Lo- 
kal Anzeiger, consisting of one pag@, 
shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday, gave 
the full text of the answer. Men, wom- 
en and boys, distributing this extra 
free, were almost mobbed by the crowds 
trying to get copies, 

Everywhere there was a rush and 
scramble to learn what the Government 
had answered, The public had been 
somewhat prepared for concessions Sy 
the intimations of the press yesterday 
morning that there was no reason (> 
believe that the crisis would not be 
peaceably settled. 

The Lokal Anzelger this morning 
said that Germany's concessions natu- 
rally would be only such as were 
compatible with the dignity of the na- 
tion. and that they came chiefly from 
the consciousr.2%s8 of Germany's 
strength. Germany's successes, and the 
justice of her cause. 

Two hours after the extra appeared all 
the evening papers were on ‘the street 
with the text of the note and the first 
comment, 

Members of the Federal Council, rep- 
resentatives of Germany's 2 states 
heard a full explanation of the Ameri- 
can situation yesterday by the Chancel- 
lor. 

Herr von Jagow, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, called to the Foreign Office the 
chief editors of the Berlin press and 
representatives of all the principal out- 
of-town papers and distributed copies 
of the note. The Minister at the same 
time made an address, giving the Gov- 
ernment’s reasons for the character of 
the note. 

Government Course Explained. 

Almost at the same hour the Chancel- 
lor was addressing the Budget Commit- 
tee of the Reichstag on the same sub- 
ject, speaking in very plain language, as 
to why the Government took the course 
which finds so much opposition. 

Much of the interesting preliminary 
history of Germany's final answer will 
remain, for some time at least, in the 
secret archives of diplomacy. It can be 
said, however, that at the most critical 
moment after the arrival of the Wilson 
note, when there was little hope here 
that a break-—probably war—would be, 


} averted, Ambassador Gerard took an 
energetic initiative which, supported by 
Count von Bernstorff in Washington, 
saved the situation. 

On the evening thet Gerard delivered 
tu Von Jagow President Wilson’s note 
the Ambassador returned from the For- 
eign Office dejected. He told me there 
appeared little hope for averting a 
break, which he always regarded as al- 
most certain to be followed by war. 

In talks 1 had with some of the Min- 
isters the same evening and the next 
day, Gerard's impression was con- 
firmed. Gerard believed a break could 
be averted if the German Government 


could be made to see that President / 


Wilson was demanding only what was 
both legal and America’s right and had 
no connection whatever with the cause 
of the allies. If it could ve made to sae 
the controversy calmly from the Ameri- 
can standpoint and without prejudice 
there was reason to believe that the 
Government might concede the principle 
and grant the demands that “present 
methods” cease. 
Von Jagow in Difficalt Role. 

Ambassador Gerard appreciated the 
extreme difficulties of the position of 
the Chancellor, Von Jagow, and tne 
Undersecretary, Zimmerman, in view 
of the Chancellor’s statement in the 
Reichstag and the bitter resentmen 
created by the tone of the American 
note. 

After several conferences with the 
Chancellor, Von Jagow and Zimmer- 
man, Ambassador Gerard let it be 
known he wanted personally to tai 
over the situation with the Kaiser be- 
fore irrevocable action was taken. At 
the conferences at headquarters Ger- 
ard made clear America's standpoir.t 
and the public sentiment and situation 
in America, together with the causes 
that have brought this about, with a!) 
the forcefulness of a trained jurist, and 
at the same time contended that Ger- 
many could come to an understanding 
with Washington without affecting her 
dignity or honor. 

His long talk with the Kaiser ap- 
pears to have been especially effective. 
The Kaiser informed him of his sin- 
cére, earnest desire for the mainte- 
nance of peaceful relations with Ame:- 
ica. It was during these conferences, 
when the cables to Washington wero 
kept fairly’ hot, that the basis of ihe 
note was agreed upon. 

After one year’s effort, during which 
the two countries more than once were 
on the verge of a break, President Wil- 
son has, according to the Berlin view, 
attained the end he has sought. It is 
regarded here as a victory for his 
methods. Bitter as the taste may be 
that Germany’s answer leaves in irre- 
concilable circles here, should President 
Wilson succeed in compelling England 
to comply with the American demands 
in. respect to American rights in mail 
and noncontraband questions, Germany, 
it is said, would be ready to concede 
that the President acted impartially. 
Should that not be the case, the belief 
is very generally held here that the 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg Government 
will face a serious situation. 


Public Opinion Ignored. 

It can be said that the Government’s 
course was taken in utter disregard of 
public opinion or those men who profess 
te speak or express public opinion. A 
ecnsiderable portion of the note, how- 
ever, is a brief to the German people. 

As President Wilson's note was more 
cr less a reflection on the state of 
public opinion and an expression of pub- 
lic sentiment in America, so portions of 
Germany’s answer are an outgrowth 
cf the state of feeling in Germany on 
the subject which plainly, even bluntly, 
ig expressed in the note.

He did not 
hee the President, but left the commu- 
nication with Secretary Tumulty. 

White House officials at first refused 

to discuss the message «nd eo did the 
apostolic delegate. Later it wae stated 
that it bore on the submarine issue be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
{t was understood it reflected the ap- 
prehension of the Pope at the possibil- 
ities of a rupture between the two coun- 
tries. 
Fear that a break between them 
would impair the ability of the United 
States to aid in restoring peace in Eu- 
rope is said also to have influenced the 
Pope Benedict in communicating with 
the President. The message, taken in 
connection with the suggestion in Ger- 
many’s last note that she was ready 
to consider peace on certain terms 
caused deep interest among officials 
here. 

Pope Benedict has been represented 
as being hopeful that the United States 
would be the agency to bring peace to 
Europe. Several months ago Cardinal 
Gibbons brought word on the general 
subject to the President from the Pope.

Some Voice Opinion That 
England Should Now Be Held 
to Due Regard for Propeity. 


Views of Oongressmen, Governors 
and other public men on the Ger- 
man reply to the American note on 
submarine warfare, as gathered by 
the Post-Dispatch, follow: 

WASHINGTON, May 6. — Senator 
Walsh, Democrat, Montana: “I would 
say that the German reply measureably 
meets our demands. We demanded two 
things—first, the declaration of a change 
of methods, and, second, putting the 
changed methods into effect. The d¢- 
claration has been made; it remaing to 
be seen how far it is carried into ef- 
fect. I would regard it as difficult for 


this country to break relations under 
the circumstances.” 

Senator’ Harding, Republican, Ohio: 
“I can see reassurances in the note 
that there will be no break because 
Germany officially admits our conten- 
tion relating to the provisions of in- 
ternational law.” 

Senator Hughes, Democrat, New 
Jersey: “I do not believe we would bo 
warranted in breaking relations on 
the strength of this reply.” 

Senator Hollis, Democrat, New 
Hampshire: “It seems to me that if no 
more boats with Americans on board 
are sunk we will not break off.” 

Senator Stone, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations: 
“Tl cannot discuss the note at this 
time. 1 have not read it carefully 
and the matter is still in the hands 
of the executive department.” 

Senator O’Gorman, Democrat, New 
York: “The German reply is interest- 
ing, but I will not make a statement 
about it now. The controversy is 
still in diplomatic channels, and 80 
long as that is true I will have noth- 
ing to say. If it leaves that stage 
then I will talk.” 


Now for Great Britain. 
Senator Chamberlain, Democrat, 


Oregon: “I think that Germany has 
met the demands of the United States 
and I am heartily in accord with the 
suggestion that Great Britain he 
brought to obedience of internation- 
al law.” 

Senato: Phelan, Democrat, Califor- 
nia: “The note is doubtiess intended 
to be a concession, but it is made 
conditionally. England must respect 
international usages, otherwise Ger- 
many will consider herself released 
from any obligation. It is important 
to know morc specifically as to what 
Germany refers in c-der to frame a 
judgment. The controversy with Ger- 
many related to human lives; with 
England it affected property and le- 
gal principles. If lives are now better 
protected our government should 
take up vigorously the freedom of 
commerce, so constantly violated by 
England.” 

Senator Norris, Republican, Ne- 
braska: ‘‘From what I understand, the 
note states that Germany is willing to 
agree to give proper notice to unarmed 
merchant ships, also to take proper care 
to see that all en board are protected, 
absolutely; also, that it will give warn- 
ing to armed merchantmen. If Germany 
has agreed to do this, I should think it 
would constitute a situation which 
would justify us In agreeing to arbitrate 
the situation.”

ANSWERS ATTACKS

Cites List of Tragedies to Show 
Submarine Warfare Is Not 
Measure of Reprisal. 
DISCUSSES BLOCKADE 
Lord Cecil Says Germany First 


Issued Order to Cut Off Sup- 
plies to British Isles.

LONDON, May 6,—Declining to com- 


ment- on the purely American-German 
questions involved in ‘the German re- 
ply to the American note on submarine 
warfare, Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of 
War, Trade and Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in behalf 


of the Foreign Office, gave the Asso- 
clated Press today a statement dealing 
with the charges against Great Britain 
and Germany’s avowed desire for peace. 
The statement follows: 

“The German Government states that 
they have so far as is possible insti- 
tuted a far-reaching restraint upon the 
use of the submarine weapon solely in 
consideration of neutral interests and In 
spite of the fact that these restrictions 
were necessarily of advantage to Ger- 
many’s enemies. 

Answers German Claims. 

“It is alleged that no such considera- 
tion ever has been shown to neutrals 
by Great Britain and her allies. 

“Do facts bear out these asser- 
So far as is known the 
measures taken by Great Britain 
against German trade have cost no 
neurtal life. Germany maintains that 
they are not in accord with the prir- 
ciples of international law and is 
prepared to make good that claim. 
They can surely compare favorably 
so far as consideration to neutrals 
is concerned, with a policy whose 
fruits are seen in the tragedies of the 
Lusitania, the Arabic and the Sus- 
seX, 

“The Germans maintain that it 
was Owing to the illegal conduct of 
the British warfare that Germany 
was forced to resort to her submar- 
ine campaign. This is not the first 
time that the wermans have attempt- 
ed to justify their submarine war- 
fare on the ground that it is & mMeas- 
ure of reprisal against the action of 
the British Government in cutting 
off supplies from Germany. The fo'- 
lowing list of incidents, in chrono- 
logical order, should suffice to dis- 
pose of this plea. 

“September, 1914. Dutch vessel 
Maria from California for Dublin and 
Belfast with cargo of grain for the 
civil population sunk by the German 
cruiser Karlsruhe. 

“October 26, 1914: The Admiral Gan- 
teaume with 2000 unarmed refugess, 
sunk by a German submarine. 

“December, 1914: Admiral von Tir. 
pitz foreshadowed adoption of sub- 
marine campaign. 

“January 27, 1915: American ship, 
William F. Frye, with wheat from 
Seattle for Quenstown, sunk by Ger- 
man auxiliary cruiser, Kron Prinz 
Wilhelm.” 

(Note: The William Pp. Frye was 
sunk by the Prinz Eitel Friedrich, ac- 
cording to the records.) 


sa Cites German Order 
Feb. 4, 1915: Declaration by the Ger- 


man Government of their intention to 
institute a general submarine blockade 
of Great Britain and Ireland, with the 
avowed purpose of cutting off all sup- 
plies from these islands, This blockade 
was put into effect officially Feb. 18, 
although as a matter of fact a mer- 
chant ship had been sunk by a German 
submarine at the end of January. 

“It was not until March ll, 1915, that 
the present measures against German 
trade were put in force by Great Brit- 
ain. Before the enforcement of these 
measures the Germans had destroyed 
cargoes of foodstuffs coming to the 
civilian population of this country; had 
declared their intention of instituting 
a system of submarine outrage and had 
actually submarined merchant vessels 
without warning. 

“As for their pretended tenderness for 
noncombatants, their slaughter of old 
men, children, women and girls in Bel- 
gium and Northern France, not to speak 
of the unreported proceedings of their 
honored allies in Armenia, forever pre- 
vents them from being heard in such 
a cause, 

“The German Government speaks of 
many millions of women and children, 
who, according to the avowed intention 
of the British Government, are to be 
starved and who, by their suffering, 
shall force the victorious armies of the 
central Powers into an itgnominious 
capitulation. In this connection itt is 
interesting to remember that at the be- 
ginning of last month the German 
Chancellor made the following remarks 
in the Reichstag: ‘I can understand 
that in 1915 the enemy would not give 
up hope of starving Germany, but I can- 
not understand how cool heads can 
cling to it after the experience of 1915. 
Our enemies forget that, thanks to the 
organizing powers of the whole nation, 
Germany is equal to the task of the 
distribution of victuals, Our stocks of 
bread and grain will not only be suf- 
ficient, but will leave an ample~ re- 
serve with which to commence the new 
year. We have not run short of any- 
thing in the past, nor shal] we run short 
of anything {n the future.’ 

‘There is a curious contradiction be- 
tween this statement and the present 
appeal on behalf of starving women and 
children. However, presuming that the 
statement of the Chancellor in the 
Reichstag was untrue, it is interesting 
to recall the opinions of two former 
German statesmen, Prince Biemarck 
and Count Caprivi, as to the right of 
a belligerent to cut off supplies from 
the enemy.

‘‘Ninety-nine-one-hundredths of all the

“We have no more hope of gaining 
suffrage through planks in political 
platforms than we have of winning 
through a referendum election and that 
hope is ‘O,’”’ which she emphasized by 
forming a circle of thumb and fore- 
finger. 

Mrs. Burger said: 

“TI cannot promise on behalf of the 
12,000 women I represent that we will 
not go on with a suffrage campaign, 
whatever your board’s decision.”’ 

Mrs. Ess still contended: “A cam- 
paign is invaluat‘e as education, wheth- 
er victorious or not, and we always will 
have the interests against us if we wait 
until doomsday.” 

Mrs. Miller, influenced no doubt by 
her recent co-operative work with the 
national association fn the East, up to 
the moment the resolution was carried, 
contended: “It is poor political acumen 
te go into a campaign with all the 
cards stacked against us. We can ex- 
pect no support from the national asso- 
elation, as Mrs. Catt insists a campaign 
fn Missouri! would handicap three other 
states now campaigning and needing 
all the money, energy, eloquence that 
can be contributed. 

“The prohifbtion measure now being 
agitated is so drastic as to play into 
the liquor interests’ hands and we 
would be bound to go down to defeat 
with it on the ballot.” 

Means a Reogantzation. 

The adoption of a new constitution 
means the reorganization of the State 
upon a national basis, that is as an 
auxiliary of the national association 
and upon political lines with repre- 
sentation by counties and precincts 
rather than leagues as heretofore...

Louis Society Is Told 
Address—Today’s 


Too Great Control by Boards and Teachers, St. 


in 30th Anniversary 
Session Program. 


The second day’s program commemo- 
rating the thirtieth anniversary of the 
Ethical Society of St. Louis will be 
given at Sheldon Memorial Hall begin- 
ning at 11 o’clock this morning. Two 
Sessions were held yesterday, the morn- 
ing being given up to a discussion of 
“Direct and Systematic Ethical Instruc- 
tion,’’ and the afternoon to the topic, 
“The Responsibility and Co-operation 
of School, Home and Sunday School.”’ 


Several speakers severely arraigned 
the public school system. Dr. John 
Lowes Elliot, head of a department in 
the Ethical School of New York, said the 
public schools were tottering and that 
he hoped the system would soon pass 
away. The schools were too much 
under the control of school boards and 
teachers, he thought. He proposed that 
a better system would be to have the 
parents more directly concerned with 
the management of the schools, and to 
let this responsibility be shared by rep- 
resentatives of industry and of organ- 
ized labor. 

Socializing of Vocations. 


The result, he thought, would be the 
secializing of vocations, which he be- 
lieved would be an effective moral sub- 
stitute for war. The methods of teach- 
ing in such schools, he said, would be 
such as to better fit the boys and girls 
for life. 

He and other speakers agreed that the 
love of children was the strongest hu- 
man motive, and that only by interest- 
ing the parents could real educational 
progress be had. 

J. J. Maddox, principal of the Wyman 
School and chairman of the Committee 
for .the Revision of the Study of 
Ethics, in connection with the general 
revision of the course of study in St. 


Louis public schools now being worked 
out, spoke on the advisability of teach- 
ing ethics as the science of conduct in 
the elementary schools. 

He opposed the teaching of moral 
precepts and principles. He thought 
ethics should be taught in a reverse 
manner, and laid down the general 
proposition that no subject should 
be taught that would not immed-| 
iately affect the conduct of the child 
for the better. The manner of teach- 
ing should be such, he said, that the 
child would be pnconsciously directed 
aright. The child thus educated, he 
said, would later evolve his own prin- 
ciples of moral conduct. 

Today’s Program, 

The program today includes ad- 
dresses by Dr. Henry Neumann, lead- 
er of the Brooklyn Society for Ethi- 
cal Culture; Dr. Elliot, Judge Hugo 
Muench and Jesse M. Williams. Per- 
cival Chubb, leader of the local so- 
sented by one of the members in 
ciety, will dedicate a window pre- 
memory of Dr. Washington E. Fisch- 
el, who was a charter member o- the 
Society.

LONDON OBSERVES 
ANNIVERSARY. OF 
LUSITANIA SINKING 


Survivors of Disaster March ir 
Parade With Wounded Sol- 
diers and Others. 


LONDON, May 6.—The anniversary of 
the sinking of the Lusitania, which oc- 
curred a year ago tomorrow, was com- 
memorated today by a procession from 
Westminster to Hyde Park, where a 
meeting was held. A large model of the 


Lusitania figured prominently with a 
banner inscribed: 

*“‘Remember the Lusitania. Seventh of 
May, 1915. May that crime be forgiven 
in heaven, but not forgotten on earth.” 
-Several survivors of the disaster 
marched with delegations of the Red 
Cross, wounded soldiers and Canadian 
nurses and representatives of the en- 
tente allies wearing national costumes. 


Lusitania Meeting Postponed Because 
It Might Embarrass President. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—The meeting 
of the Lusitania survivors, under the 
auspices of the American Rights 
Committee, which was to be held in 
Carnegie Hall tomorrow night, has 
been temporarily postponed at the 
suggestion of Mayor Mitchell. 

The resolutions condemnatory of 
the German Government for the 
sinking of the Lusitania, April 7, 
1915, and its failure to. disavow the 
act, as well as of the policy of the 
administration in dealing with the 
subject, were to be read. , 

The Mayor suggested that such a 
meeting at this time might embarass 
the national administration. No fu- 
ture date for the meeting has been 
named, and holders of reserved seats 
can have their money refunded 

It has been stated that “Seats of 
honor upon the platform have been 
reserved for members of the German 
embassy.” and that invitations to at- 
tend have been issued to - Ambassa- 
dor Bernstorff and his staff.

WOULD DIVIDE TERRITORY 


Apportion South for Their 
Respective Lines.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The con- 
ference at Kennesaw, Ga., in 1894, at 
which Milton H. Smith, president of 
the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Co., and the late Samuel Spen- 
cer, president of the Southern Rail- 
way, discussed plans for dividing, the 
railways of the Sauth between them, | 
vs €xplained in detail today dur- 
ing Smith’s cross-examination before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In correspondence which was al- 
leged to have passed between Smith 
and Spencer, the writers likened 
themselves to Pizarro and Cortez, the 
Spanish explorers, dividing the new 
world between them. 7 

Today Joseph W. Folk, counsel for 
tuc commission asked Smith about 
the aptness of the comparison and its 
origin. 

“If you want to know all I recol- 
lect about it,” the witness replied, 
*l’ll say this: When we purchased 
the Lexington & Western Railway, 
Arthur Carri, its president, called 
the Pizarro-Cortez matter to my at- 
attention. He said that George M 
Davey, a Louisville attorney, had said 
in some court proceeding, I think, 
that Spencer and Smith were Pizar- 
ro and Cortez, one taking North 
America and the other South Ameri- 
ca.” 


Inquires Into Deal, 
Folk asked proposals, made 


at the conference, that each road 
purchase lines touching it and not 
touching the other road, were carried 
out. 

“That sort of stuff did very well 
for the time being,” the witness re- 
plied, “to pass the time away, but 
practically no attention was paid to 
it. In 1901 or 1902 there was antag- 
onism between Pizarro and Cortes, 
and they didn’t get on together at all. 
No attention was paid then to that 
conference in acquiring or disposing 
of roads. I don’t think anyone ever 
thought about it, except that Pizarro 
and Cortez seemed to have amusea 
themselves somewhat.” 

“In what way was your arrange- 
ment wih Mr. Spencer departed from?” 
asked Folk. 


“The L. & N. didn’t acquire any 
of the roads,’ Smith asked. ‘‘The only 
thing covered in that memorandum 
on which we had an understanding 
was the line from Atlanta to Knox- 
ville and that was never acquired. 

Folk read from a stenographer’s 
transcript of what transpired at the 
conference, quoting Smith as asking 
whether the L. & N. or the Southern 
should control the P. T. & A. the 
Tennessee Midland, the Decatur, Chesa- 
peake & New Orleans, the Chesapeake 
& Nashville, 
Knoxville roads. 

“Were these roads finally disposed 
of in accordance with you’ confer- 
ence?” he asked. 

“The P. T. & A., and the Tennessee 
Midland seem to have been acquired 
by the LL. & N.,” the witness said. 

Folk reading from the memoran- 
cum, quoted Spencer as saying that 
he assumed the Memphis & Charles- 
ton would go to the Southern. 

“It couldn’t go anywhere 
Smith interrupted. “The L. 
cuUldn't use it.’’ 

F'olk’s questions followed testimony 
brought out ty E. S. Jouett of the 
l. & N. counsel, as to the L. & N.’s 
kcldings in the Nashville, Chatta- 
recga and St. Louis Railway, which 
the L. & N. controls. 

N. C. & St. L. Holdings. 

“We hold 134,160 shares of stock In 
the N. C. & St. L.,”” Smith testified. 
We acquired this stock in 1880 at a 
cost of about $25 a share. It is now 
vcrth about $135 a share and of the 
issue of about $16,000,000 capital, we 
held about $11,000,000 or $12,000,000.” 

Asked whether the L. & N. gave re- 
bates, switching privileges “or any- 
thing of the kind,” Smith said: “Not 
so far as I know. Certainly not with 
my consent. At my time of life I 
con’t want to risk going to the 
penitentiary.” 

Folk announced at the afternoon 
recess that he intended to call W. 
P. G. Harding of the Federal Reserve 
Beard to testify concerning the cir- 
cumstances under which the L. & N. had 
lent $249,000 in 1912 to the State of 
Alabama through the First National 
Bank of Birmingham. Later Folk 
decided not to call Harding and the 
hearing closed with Smith's testi- 
mcny. The next hearing will be held 
a: Nashville, May 23.

His coming was the signal for a great 
demonstration, with every member on 
hic feet, clapping his hands. The vet- 
eran lawmaker, with beard newly trim- 
med and ruddy face wreathed in 
srailes, responded with a bow. Speaking 
of the service in Congress of Cannon, 
Speaker Clark said: 

“This Government has existed 127 
years under the Constitution—a brief, 
fieeting period in the existence of a 
nation, but longer than the life of any 


sentatives 20 times—a unique achieve- 
ment which will not probably be dupll- 
tated in the next 127 years. 

“Mr. Cannon is now well into his 
fortieth year in the House and is in 
firs fettle mentally and physically—at 
which we all rejoice. 

“Only two men have exceeded him in 
length of service in Congress, and they 
cnly by adding their House and Senate 
service together. Justin Smith Morrill 
of Vermont sat 12 years in the House 
and 31 years and 9 mon’hs and % days 
in the Senate—a total of 48 years, 9 
months and 2 days—while William 
Boyd Allison of Iowa served eight 
years in the House and 35 years and 5 
months in the Senate—a total of 4 
years and 5 months—thus it will be 
seen that Morrill tops them all four 
months and 2% days. 

“James Gillespie Blaine, one of the 
most brilliant of all the Speakers of the 
House, administered the oath to Mr. 
Cannon upon his entrance here. While 
the Speaker’s term is two years and 
the presidential is four, Mr. Cannon has 
seen the same number of presidents in 
the White House and speakers in the 
chair—10—Blaine, Kerr, Randall, Kiefer, 
Carlisle, Reed, Crisp, Henderson, Can- 
non and Clark. 

“When he was first elected only about 
a dozen of the present members of iho 
House could vote. Many were in their 
swaddling clothes, trying to achievs 
their first acrobatic feat, and all of us 
tried to get our big toe into our mouth, 
A majority of the members were ther 
unborn.

MOUNT VERNON, Mo., May 6.—Mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers of the 
State Tuberculosis Sanitorium this aft- 
ernoon, after being served with sub- 
penas to appear before the Lawrence 
County grand jury Monday, refused to 
discuss with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the alleged irregularities in the manage- 
ment of the institution shown during the 
last few days. 

The board was in session behind closed 
docrs at the sanitorium when a reporter 
sent in a request for a statement from 
the board or from the individual mem- 
bers regarding charges which have been 
made. Dr. J. L. Eaton of Bismarck, 
President of the board, came from the 
room with the statement that the mem- 
bers had decided they would say noth- 
ing. 

Shortly before the reporter called a 
Deputy Sheriff had served on each mem- 
ber of the board a subpena directing 
him to appear before the grand jury 
Monday. Subpenaes were issued early 
this morning for Dr. Eaton, Dr. J. H. 
Buford of Ellington, Dr. T. C. Dusen- 
bury of Monett, Dr. E. W. Schauffler of 


‘Kansas City and S. H. Minor of Aurora, 


all members of the board; Dr. C. C. 
English, superintendent of the sanito- 
rium, and T. W. Hogue, Frisco agent in 
Mount Vernon. 

Subpena for St. Louisan. 

Later Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Robert Stemmons obtained a subpena 
for H. H. Hohenschild, president of the 
Night and Day Banak of St. Louis, 
architect for the Board of Managers. He 
directed a Deputy Sheriff to serve Hoh- 
enschild before he left Mount Vernon. 

Several members of the board this aft- 
ernoon sent telegrams to their homes, 
saving they could not depart from 


Mount Vernon before Monday night, be- , 


cause of being required: to appear before 
the grand jury. 

It is known from a line of investiga- 
tion the prosecutor has conducted for 
two days, that his grand jury inquiry 
will go into the details of the boxing 
and shipping of chairs belonging to the 
institution to members of the board; 
into the payment of expenses for Dr. 
Eaton and Hohenschild to San Fran- 
cisco in November, 1915; into the ex- 
pense accounts of several members of 
the board and into the alleged whipping 
of children patients. It is known that 
he intends to require the production be- 
fore the grand jury of the financial rec- 
ords of the sanitorium.

President Eaton of the board this 
afternoon was asked whether the 
board would direct the treasurer to 
produce the records for inspection. 
He replied that the board had not 
considered the matter and that he 
did not know when it would reach a 
consideration of it. So far as could 
be learned the board today took up 
only routine matters. The members 
are staying at the Sanitorium and 
take all their meals there. 

Prosecutor Stemmons this after- 
noon told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the grand jury investigation 
probably would be a more extended 
inguiry than he at first intended. 
‘In going into this matter,” he said, 
“T have decided to make the investi- 
gation farreaching and _ thorough. 
Responsible residents of Mount Ver- 
non have brought to my attention 
many matters regarding the man- 
agement of the sanitorium. I shall 
inquire into the legality of the em- 
ployes of the institution boarding 
there at the expense of the State. I 
have not looked into the law regard- 
ing that, but I do not understand 
that private employers pay good sal- 
aries to engineers, stenographers, 
firemen, etc., and in addition to that 
provide them with meals and lodg- 
ing. It may be legal to do so, but 
I doubt it. 

“IT am informed that officers of 
the sanitorium appear at each ses- 
sion of the Legislature asking large 
appropriations, and always complain 
that they do not get enough money 
for the needs of the institution. It 
seems to mean there is considerable 
waste about the institution. I am in- 
formed there have been pretty heavy 
expense bills and I want an impartial 
grand jury to determine whether 
some expenses certain men have 
charged have actually been incurred. 

“Not Trivial Matter.” 

“TI do not consider this a trivial 
matter by any means. It may be 
that particular amounts involved are 
not large, but if every State institu- 
tion loses as much as I have been 
informed the sanitorium loges, the 
amount would run ‘up. That is not 
the real question, however. The main 
point as I see it is that certain men 
have been named by the State to 
manage the sanitorium and they are 
responsible for all property of the 
sanitorium. They have no ownership 
in any of it, and are merely custodi- 
ans of it. The institution ought to 
be so conducted that there would not 
be even a suggestion of anything 
irregular, and the grand jury in- 
vestigation under my direction will 
so into every detail of the manage- 
ment thoroughly. If the evidence 
shows that the criminal laws of the 
State have been violated | shall ad- 
vise the grand jury that it is its 
duty to return indictments.” 

Developments expected at today’s 
meeting of the board did not materi- 
alize, and there have been few de- 
velopments in the general inquiry 
here into sanitorium affairs. Th-

GREEMENT WITH 


Objects to Few Minor Details, 
but Washington Also Indicates 
It Desires Changes. 


EL PASO, Tex., May 6.—Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon tonight announced he had re- 
ceived from Gen. Carranza a telegram 
stating that he found the _ tentative 
agreement with the United States satis- 
factory with the exception of a few 
minor details. The reply was the cli- 
max to a series of messages exchanged | 
between Obregon and Carranza. What

Col. Howze’s Column Strikes 
Bandits Early in Morning 
After Hard All-Night Ride. 


NO AMERICAN CASUALTIES 


More Than 50 of Band Captured 
After Engagement at Ojo- 
Azules; Pursuit Continues. 


By Associated Press. 
FIELD HEADQUARTERS, NEAR 


NAMIQUIPA, by wireless to Columbia, 
N. M., May 6.—A full squadron of 230 
men of the Hleventh Cavalry, surprised 
and routed a force of 140 Villa bandits 
at Ojo-Azules, 17 miles south of Cusi- 


huirachic, early Thursday. 
There were 4 Mexicans killed and a 


number wounded, but there were no 
American casualties. 

Custhuirachio is 75 miles southeast of 
Namiquipa and 60 miles west of Chi- 
huahua.) 

Surprise Was Complete. 

The American command, under 
Maj. Robert L. Howze, had teen pur- 
suing the Villa bandits under Gens. 
Cruz Dominguez and Julio Acosta, for 
several days when they encountered 
them, encamped in the huddled adobe 
jacals of Ojo-Azules. The Mexicans 
were completely surprised and sprang 
from their pallets half clothed. After 
firing a few wild shots, they fled, 
each man shifting for himself. Some 
of them were able to _ seize their 
horses, already jaded from a hard 
day’s ride previously, but others 
made their way into the hills afoot. 

In Maj. Howse’s report he said the 
rout had been absolute and that he 
was still pursuing the scattered rem- 
nent of the band. The band engaged 
is the largest remaining under the 
Villa standard and today’s decisive 
victory gave much satisfaction 
military men here, 

The American troops made a night 
ride of 36 miles from San Antonio to 
surprise the bandits. 

More Than 50 Captured. 

The Howze column struck the band of 
Mexicans near Ojo Azrules, after an all- 
night, cross-country ride, at 6:45 Thurs- 
day morning. The outposts of the Mex- 
icans fired on them. More than fifty of 
the fugitives were rounded up b; Amer- 
icans after the engagament. Maj. 
Howze’s report to Gen. Pershing said 
that they are continuing the chase. 

Further reports from Maj. Howze 
stated that Gen. Angeles was killed. He 
was a relative of Felipe Angeles, the 
former confidant and leader of Villa, 
who was once mentioned for the pres- 
idency of Mexico and who is now living 
near El Paso. 

While the dispatches do not state, 
military men believe that the band is 
the same as that defeated at Temo- 
chic, April 22, by Col. George A. 
Dodd’s command. 


Text of Pershing’s Report on Fight 
at Ojoasules. 
WASHINGTON, May 6—Gen. Persh- 


ing’s report forwarded by Gen. Funs- 
ton to the war department today says 


the latest attack on the Villa bandits 
was made by his small force after a 
night march of 3 miles. The text of 
Gen. Pershing’s report, dated at San 
Antonio in Mexico follows: 

A band of 140 Villistas that attacked 
Carranza garrison yesterday at Ojoa- 
zules remained there in camp last night. 
Leaders of band, Cruz Domingues, Gulio 
Acosta and Antonio Angeles. This 
morning they were struck by Maj. 
Howze with six troops, uth Cavalry, 
and completely surprised. Forty-two 
killed actually counted. Number wound- 
ed unknown but must be many. Sev- 
eral prisoners, algo 75 ponies and mules. 
Our cavalry rode them down and killed 
many using pistols. Fight lasted two 
hours, men being pursued as individuals 
into difficult mountains. Five Carran- 
gistas condemned to be shot, were tak- 
en and released. We have no casual- 
ties. Howze left here 8:30 last night, 
marched 36 miles and reached Ojoazules 
at daylight. Consider this a brilliant 
piece of work. Other cavalry detach- 
ments of this command are now operat- 
ing in the several districts.’’

NEW YORK, May 6.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly financial review, 


says: 

“Whether the note from Germany is 
accepted on the ground that our Gov- 
ernment’s recent categorical demands 
are conceded by the new order to sub- 
marines; or whether it is rejected as un- 
acceptable, or whether it is accepted 
with the explicit rejection of the stip- 
ulations at the close—whichever the 
outcome, the course of the Stock Ex- 
change is likely now to prove exactly 
how far the German dispute has been 
an overruling influence. 

“In a situation such as has existed 
the infer- 
ence as to the really essential financial 
influence is never wholly clear. A part 
of Wall street has believed all along 
that the ‘German crisis’ was an inci- 
dent, the main cause of the market's 
hesitation being doubt over future eco- 
nomic conditions. Another, and proba- 
bly the larger part has contended that, 
but for the overhanging uncertainty as 
to relations with Berlin, .trade would 
continue to expand with even greater 
vigor and the advance on the Stock Ex- 
change be resumed. 

“After over-night reflection on the ex- 
traordinary German message, financial 
judgment seemed to have based itself 
today on one main consideration, What- 
ever else was indicated by the ill-man- 

note from the Berlin loreign Of- 
fice, it shows the anxiety of the Ger- 
man Government to avoid a break. 
The German Position. 

“Such an attitude may readily be 
taken for granted, Our army and 
navy could not probably help or hin- 
der in the war; but in three partic- 
ulars well understood in both polit- 
ical and financial Berlin, an outright 
rupture with the United States would 
be a calamity to Germany. It would 
serve as a possible signal to every 
other strong and_— self-respecting 
powers J ower, whose merchant ships 
the wliess submarine commanders 
have —s destroying. It would prob- 
ably turn the financial resources of 
this country much more directly to 
the aid of the allies. It would cer- 
tainly mean that after the war the 
claims of financial and commercial 
Germany on the resources of this 
country, which will. then hold the 
key to the wédrld’s economic situa- 
tion, would be gravely prejudiced. 

“One inference from these  well- 
known facts, and from the very plain 
reflection of them in the erman 
note, is that Berlin would probably 
give way at once to a firm and con- 
temptuous reiteration by our Gov- 
ernment of its previous refusal to 
make itself, as a price of averting 
murder of our citizens, the agent of 
Germany to make England less se- 
vere with her. 

“Another inference is equally im- 
ortant. Even supposing that the 
erlin foreign office, with the admi- 
ralty’s fingers on its throat, will not 
remove its impossible conditions, the 
evident attitude of the German Gey- 
ernment gives strong assurance 
that, with or without a formal dip- 
Jomatic breach there will be no dec- 
laration of war. It is that possibility, 
rather than any recall of Ambassa- 
dors, which has spread misgiving 
over the Stock Exchange.

The whole situation, as we see it, is 
unparalleled in modern diplomacy. Mak- 
ing full allowance for the familiar wiles 
of diplomats, you appear to us to be 
confronted with a Power whose conduct 
has been characterized by barbarity in 
action and lack of principle in interna- 
tional relations; yet by all the rules of 
diplomacy you are compelled to proceed 
on the basis of friendliness. 

As regards, however, the extraordin- 
ary conditions with which the Berlin 
Foreign Office has circumscribed its 
new promises, financial London is con- 
vinced that Germany cannot desire to 
feel, especially at this juncture, either 
the political or economic effects of a 
breach of relations with the United 
States. Therefore we believe that the 
Berlin Foreign Offices will recede from 
its conditions. 

German Exchange Recovers, 

The recent recovery in German ex- 
change is possibly due to withdrawal of 
relatively small German balances from 
New York, owing to the diplomatic sit- 
uation. But Argentina and Peru have 
also had to make payments on German 
account, which have compelled their 
purchase of marks in New York for 
remittance. 

The much-quoted speech in Parlia- 
ment this week. questioning England's 
financial staying power, was both fool- 
ish and untrue. But the incident was 
not entirely regretable because our 
danger lies in extravagance and in the 
presuming on our great resources. Econ- 
omy is wanted, not necessarily to in- 
sure victory, but to minimize evil after 
effects of war when peace arrives. 

Recent renewed expansion fn our cur- 
rency notes and Government floating 
debt is due primarily, ike so many other 
financial movements of the sort, to lack 
of sufficient expert management of our 
war finance. Reforms are atill needed 
and will probably be made. 

Wall street may be interested in the 
fact that the ‘daylight saving b!.1,’’ 
with its change by seasons in the actual 
hours of doing business, is popular in 
itself and likely to be adopted as a war 
measure. Under ordinary conditions, 
this shifting of the official hours to con- 
form with daylight, would possibly de- 
pend on whether America would come 
into line.

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VIOLENT UPTURN 
“FEATURES TRADE 
IN. COTTON PIT 


Futures Close the Week Strong 
After an Early Break; 
Spots Also Up. 


Considerable strength was manifest- 
ed in the cotton market last week. Spot 
cotton and futures began the week 
slightly higher than the elose of the pre- 
vious week, and contimued to advance, 
with some reaction in futures from time 
to time, notably on Wednesday and Fri- 
day, when nervousness over the Ger- 
man note caused selling. 

The low market point for the week 
was Monday, when May cotton in New 
York sold at 12c, July at 12.12c, October 
at 12.27c and December at 12.44c. The 


high point for May at 12.70c, July at 
12.79c, October at 12.98c and December 
at 13. 09c, was reached yesterday. The 
market closed near the top level. 

The spot market began an advance 
Monday that lasted all week and the 
final figures showed net gains ranging 
from 4c to ¥%c. This was not up to 
the gain in futures, but spots were never 
quite as low as futures. The advance 
followed a remarkably steady market. 
Quotations in the future markets were 
narrow for sevefal weeks, and spot auo- 
tations had apparently settled at a 
stereotyped level, a condition that is 
generally believed to precede sudden 
activity. 

The advance was not unexpected, al- 
though it was accompanied by a mild 
squeeze in May cotton, which option 
had been unduly depressed. 

Squeeze in May Cotton. 

This squeeze of May restored some- 
what the parity between that spot 
month and the spot market. The de- 
mand for spot cotton has been very sat- 
isfactory, even if somewhat spasmodic, 
and sales at satisfactory prices were 
the rule, 

Quotations in the principal spot mar- 
kets were as follows: Galveston quoted 
steady, middling at 12.70c; New Orleans, 
steady, 12.38c; Mobile, steady, 12.25c; Sa- 
vannah, steady, 123¢c; Charleston, 
Steady, 12.00c; Norfolk, steady, 12.19c; 
Wilmington, steady, ll4c; New York, 
Steady, 12.85c; Boston, steady, 12.85c; 
Philadelphia, steady, 13.10c; Houston, 
steady, 12.60c; Augusta, steady, 12.13c; 
Memphis, steady, 12.37c; St. Louis, 
steady, 12%c; Little Reek,-steady, 12.50c. 

exports for the week ending Fri- 
day night reached the _ satisfactory 
figure of 119,764 bales. Of these 69,- 
202 went to Great Britain, 18,619 to 
France, 22,034 to the Continent and 
9909 to China and Japan. The total 
exports for the season, to Friday 
night, were 4,570,113 bales. From that 
time there are left 12 weeks of the 
present season. These 12 weeks give 
promise of exporting their full quota 
of 100,000 bales per week, and so 
reaching a total of 5,750,000 bales. 
Such a figure added to the domestic 
consumption brings the _ total of 
American cotton exported and con- 
in this country during the 
whole of the present season to 13,- 
£00,000 bales, or about 1,000.000 bales 
more than the production. 

Liverpool Prices High. 


In Liverpoo! high prices have been 
the ruie during the week. Saturday, 
April 29, middling uplands were 
quoted at 7.95d in Liverpool, and 
Saturday, May 6, they were quoted 
at 8.18d, an advance of 23 _ points. 
Sales during the week totaled 44,000 
bales, of which 38,000 were American. 
As has been the rule fog some time, 
though, these sales do not measure 
the real activity of the English 
manufacturers, 

Forwardings to spinners during 
the week were 76,000 bales, of which 
64,000 were American. Riverpool 
stock of all kinds are 766,000 bales, 
of which 699,000 are American. Im- 
ports for the week were 65,000, of 
which 62,000 were American. The fig- 
ures show no increase in a notably 
small stock, and that seems a rea- 
sonable argument that Liverpool will 
continue to take cotton in at least 
as great a volume as now. Port re- 
ceipts are about in line with exports. 
Port stocks 1,189,869 bales; compared 
with 1,336,639 last year.

Last Prev. 


Cattle receipts were moderately light 
last week, buf about in line with the 
preceding week. Nearly 75 per cent of 
the offerings consisted of steers. Qual- 
ity of the offering was fairly good, but 
no strictly choice steers were available. 
Best was a drove of heavies at $9.56, 
with light weights at $9.50 and the bulk 
of the entire supply selling from $8.00 to 
$9.00. Market was irregular early in the 
week, but later buyers came in freely. 
They were forced to add 10c to lic 
generally to steer prices. The clearance 
of steers each session was thorough. 

Butcher cattle were steady. Trade 
closed on a strong to 10c higher basis 
than the previous week. Early buyers 
did not take freely, but late they were 


strong contenders and purchased their 
stuff early. Yearlings were lic to 25c 
higher and only slightly below the high 
point of the year. Best yearling mixed 
sold up to $9.50. Cows sold as high as 
$8.20, with the bulk going from $6.00 to 
$7.00. There was a strong movement aft- 
er the first two sessions. 

Vealers were very irregular and it was 
a variable market all week. At one 
period top was $10 and the low top of 
$9.00, and the closing high mark was

There was 
a fair sprinkling of spring lambs on the 
market also, but native sheep and lambs 
were pretty scarce all week. 

There was no material change in the 
trade during the week. Best wool lambs 
offered were from Colorado, and they 
sold at $11.80, which is as high as was 
ever known on this market for wool 
lambs.

Missouri Wheat Condition Is 3 
Points Off at 62.8. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 6.—Despite 
unfavorable weather conditions, almost 
one-fifth of the State corn crop had 
been planted by May 1, according to 
the Missouri crop report issued today 
from the office of the State Board of 
Sane, The report in full is as 
Ollows: 

Farm work in Missouri during April 
was retarded by continued cool an 
cloudy weather. At Columbia the mean 
teinperature for the month was 42.0 de- 
grees; total precipitation, 2.68 inches. 
There is need of w armth and sunshine. 
The growth of vegetation is being re- 
tarded and much seed that has been 
planted is germinating slowly. Soil con- 
dition is 88 as compared with ¥1 one 
year ago, Nineteen per cent of the Mis- 
souri corn has been planted, according 
t@ reports made to the State Board of 
Agriculture. Weather. considered, this 
indicates favorable progress, as the 10 
year average shows but 
ot the crop planted on May 1. 
in April wheat gave promise of im- 
rrovement, but later in the month many 
fields indicated a loss rather than a 
cain. While condition in a few coun- 
ties has improved, the State as a 
whole shows a loss since April 1 of Fe 
points. Present condition is 62.8. 
Practically the entire oat crop has been 
seeded, the only sowing remaining being 
in the extreme northern counties. Acre- 
an as estimated by correspondents 
shows 100.46 per cent as compared with 
1915. Condition of all clover is 85.6. 
New clover is in good shape. while 
much old clover is dead. Timothy con- 
dition is 92, alfalfa 80.2. Pastures, es- 
pecially where not grazed too close last 
vear, have made progress, and stock 
generally has been turned to grass, Cot- 
ton will show an increased acreage 
over last year’s crop. Livestock is gen- 
erally thrifty and in good health. There 
is. however, some complaint of clover 
bloat. also of cattle dying from eating 
old clover improperly cured under the 
unfavorable harvest conditions of last 
year. There is but little complaint as 
to hog cholera. 


Wheat futures declined about 5c on 
the Merchants’ Exchange during the 


trading last week, on expectations that 
Germany’s reply on the submarine ques- 
tion would cause a severance of diplo- 
matic relations with the United States. 
On Friday and ‘Saturday, however, 
when it became apparent that a break 
in relations would be avoided the mar- 
ket recovered a large percentace of its 
loss. Closing prices of the week were 
ng upturn at the high point on the 
rally. 

Corn and oats were irregular while the 
break in wheat was on, but recovered 
with the rally in the fine grain. Final 
price changes on both corn and wheat 
were negative, compared with the close 
of the preceding week. 

Crop Scares at Hand. 


The export wheat market position 
has been improved by the settlement 
of the submarine controversy, and 
many traders expect very much 
prices to prevail before the end of 
the old crop year. These price en- 
thusiasts base their opinion on the 
present ey for a winter wheat 
crop some 160,000,000 bushels under 
last year’s harvest, especialiy as the 
State crop reports now coming to 
hand show little if any improvement 
in the outlook during the month of 
April, while the season of bug scares 
is at hand. 

Yesterday’ s market indicated clear- 
ly that “crop killers” will endeavor 
to aid their commission house em- 
ployers by circulating all manner of 
damage reports whenever possible. B. 
W. Snow was out with a statement 
that Kansas, where the crop has been 
in perfect condition for a month, was 
liable to be the center of a Hessian 
fly scare of more importance than 
any hatched in years. Snow said that 
conditions in the State were ideal for 
development of the fly, and that 
even normal, warm weather would 
assure the crop deteriorating rapidly 
from its present condition. East of 
the Mississippi River wheat condi- 
tions are also little if any im Pit 
from recent estimates, alt h 
weather has been more fivorabic | or 
the last two weeks. 

Official reports indicate that 
spring wheat planting has been go0- 
ing forward with a rush whack | the 
last few days, but the general belief 
is that the acreage will be 10 to 15 
per cent under last year, and then 
there is always the possibility of 
dry weather and rust damage. These 
factors, the bulls say, will make 
wheat worth a high price on the end 
of the crop, in direct contrast to the 
tnil of the crop 12 months ago, when 
the market not only went to pieces 
in May, but continued its decline 
throughout the summer.

The distinctive feature of the week's 
realty market was a deal concluded yes- 
terday by which the Burdeau Realty 
Co. acquired from Mrs. Cora Nugent, 
widow of Charles Nugent, one of the 
founders of the B. Nugent & Bro.

Increase Due to Expansion of 
Industries and Number of 
Workmen Employed. 


One of the thief events in the East 
St. Louis real estate market during 
the past week was the reorganization 
of the Real Estate Exchange, and the 
election of Charles J. Schiele, presi- 
dent. 

The discussion of a resolution to 
raise rents brought out the infor- 
mation that there were only 28 va- 
cant, desirable, rent houses in the 
city. 

In discussing the matter yesterday 
President Schiele said that the ex- 
change resolutio.. to raise rents was 
not so much an evidence of a desire 
to increase rents but more recogni- 
tion that rents had already been in- 
creased. 

“The acquisition of three new in- 
dustries through the Association of 
Commerce,” said Schiele, “and the 
great expansion of East Side indus- 
tries and increased employment of 
workmen, has made the home prob- 
lem a very serious one here. There 
is a decided scarcity of homes. Some- 
thing must be done to alter this con- 
dition and by the law of supply and 
demand, those rents which have not 
taken a raise will be obliged to do 
so at an early date.’’

I have learned through experience that 
the buff Wyandotte is the best all-pur- 
pose breed. They call the Leghorns 
egg machines; then I don’t know what 


you would cali the buffs, for when they, 


get through laying, if they ever do, 
most of*‘them keep up a good egg rec- 


ord to 4 and 5 years of age you can sell 
them at such a good price on account 
of their weight. Their heavy plumage 
makes them the very best bird for wii- 
ter laying. Their low rose comb never 
gets unsightly by being frosted. Can 
you imagine a more beautiful sight on 
the farm or city lot than a flock of 
these golden buff beauties? Peopic 
came for miles last summer to see Our 
birds. 

From a flock of 110 pullets we received 
338 dozen eggs per week, and kept up the 
same average from December until the 
present time. They all laid during the 
coldest weather. Hens did as weil as 
pullets. Out of 125 hens and pullets we 
obtained in seven weeks 53 dozen eggs. 
From &% hens in 1915 my sales came t% 
$360 for eggs and chickens sold. Sales 
for 1914 and 1915 brought me $783.2. My 
birds are from a fine strain of layers 
and prize winners. They are bred to 
lay. They need no washing when send- 
ing them to a show, as they always 
look clean and bright. Hens weigh 6% 
to 8 pounds, cocks 9 to 10, pullets 6 to 
7%, cockerels 7 to 9%. Of course, I give 
them good care, which any strain must 
have to win success. I think they are 
rightly named when they call them 
“everlasting layers.”’ In 1915, from ihe 
8 Hens, I raised 850 chicks. We used 
incubators and kept the hens laying: 
also used brooders. This year Il am 
using hens to brood the chicks. I do 
not have to set the hens to make them 
take the chicks, just put one at a tine 
under them when they get broody and 
they mother them as soon as they hear 
the chick. The farmer or city dweller 
wanting eggs and meat will do well to 
keep a flock of buff wyandottes.

Home-Made Solution 
a Good Disinfectant 


The following home-made disinfectan‘, 
tested and recommended by the Maine 
Experiment Station, is suitable for gen- 
eral disinfecting purposes about the 
poultry plant. It should be used often, 
especially in warm weather. A year's 
supply can be made at one time. Fol- 
low the directions carefully. 

Measure out 3 1-5 quarts of raw linseed 
oil in a four or five gallon stone crock, 
then weigh out in a dish one pound «ix 
ounces of commercial lye, (Babbitt's 
potash). Dissolve this lye in as little 
water as will completely dissolve it 
Start with one-half pint of waiter, and 
if this will not dissolve all the lye, add 
more water slowly. Let this stand for 
at least three hours, until the lye is 
completely dissolved and the solution is 
cold, then add the cold lye solution very 
slowly to the linseed oil, stirring ca- 
stantly. Not less than 6 minutes shous 
be taken for the adding of this golutivn 
of lye to the oil. 

After the lye is added, continue the 
stirring until the mixture is tn the con- 
dition and has the texture of a smooth 
homogeneous liquid soap. This ought 
not to take more than half an hour. 
Then, while the soap is in this liquid 
state and before it has a chance to 
harden, add, with constant stirring, 4 
parts of commercial cresol. The cresoil 
will blend perfectly with the soap solu- 
tion and make a clear, dark brown fluid. 
The resulting solution will mix in any 
proportion with water and yield a clear 
solution. 

Two or three tablespoonfuls of the 
cresol soap (which is what the above so- 
lution is), to each gallon of water wi:l 
make a satisfactory solution. This may 
be applied through any kind of spray 


Why One Breeder ° 
Prefers the Anconas 


Poultry Editor Post-Dispatch. 

Anconas are, as few people know, & 
pure-bred fowl. These birds have been 
bred for centuries in I aly, and their 
name is taken from one of the prom- 
inent cities of that country. 

About 1848 they were introduced into 
England, and were not brought to the 
United States until about 1890. 

The Anconas are bred in both single 
and rose combs, but the single combs 
are the most popular. These birds, 
sometimes called mottled Anconas, are a 
beautiful greenish blackbird, with about 
one feather in five tipped in white. 

The Ancona is an egg breed, laying 
continually, and no bird is their equal 
as winter layers. As the profit in the 
poultry business is in the eggs, Anconas 
are the logical bird. They commence 
laying at 16 weeks and lay persisténtly 
all winter. They require about half 
as much feed as the larger breeds and 
produce eggs at least cost per dozen. 

According to the Missouri Experiment 
Station 100 pounds of feed produced 300 
eggs when fed to Anconas, 268 eggs when 
fed to Leghorns, 251 eggs when fed to 
Wryandottes, 230 eggs from Orpingtons, 
225 eggs from Campines, 203 eggs from 
Minorcas, 201 eggs from Rhode Island 
reds, 188 eggs from Rocks, and 179 exes 
rom Langshans. Further, when all eggs 
were weighed it showed that Anconas 
layed the largest eggs of all breeds 
tested, and also laid the largest per cent 
of eggsjduring December, January, Feb- 
ruary, arch, April and May. 

The above are a few reasons I breed

How Lice and Mites 
May Be Kept Down 


An effective method of keeping down 
lice and mites in the poultry has been 
developed in the insect-proof perch. 


These are of various devices and e¢m- 
ployed not only to keep the pests off 
the roosts, but to make it so unpleasant 
for those on che birds that they will drop 
off. 

One of these perches which has siven 
excellent results is made from two 1x2 
inch strips. Half-inch holes are bored 
one foot apart iu one of the strips, along 
the center. A iength of ordinary (amp 
wick, two inches wide, is tacked to the 
flat side of tae other strip. Then, after 
rounding off the upper corners of the 
strip containing the holes, this is nailed 
securely to the other strip with the wick 
between. Use flat-headed nails, being 
careful that their heads do not protrude 

When the perch is placed upon its rests 
in the house, take an oil can filled with 
petroleum or.any similar form o/ ofl 
and flil the holes fn the upper strip. 
The cotton will absorb the oil along its 
entire length, by capillary attraction 
One application of oil will suffice many 
weeks, after which more may be put in. 
The heat fron the fowls’ bodies when at 
roost will cause the oll to throw off an 
odor that is obnoxious to lice anu mites 
and they will soon get beyond its range. 

Another gvuod device along similar :ines 
is the strip of cotton nalled to the undeg 
side of the perches. The mites will ride 
in this cotton during the day and by 
occasionally burning off this cotton and 
replacing it with fresh, great numbers of 
the pests are destroyed. 


So many poultry raisers lose sight of 
the fact that oats are more reasonable 
in price than other grains, and at the 
same time one of the very best poul- 
try foods. When buying oats get the 
very best quality obtainable. It is 
much better feed during hot weather 
than corn, being less heatifig and con- 
taining les® fattening matter. If the 
oats are boiled they will be more rel- 
ished by the hens. One quart of oats 
will swell into two quarts when bolled. 
Steel-cut oats also makes an excellent 
feed for young chicks. Sprouted cats 
are extensively used as a winter green 
food, and produces good resulta

There is one question which the poul- 
try institute lecturer knows he will be 
called upon to answer as soon as he 
throws the meeting open. That ‘s, 
“Which is the best breed?’’ 
~ One expert confesses that before an- 
q swering this question he always thinks 
_of the Biblical statement that “a soft 
answer turneth away wrath.” It is cer-, 

nly true that considerable tact and | 
jiplomacy are needed in order to “get 
"by" with the answer. In the average 
audience there are probably breeders °f 
Ss a dozen different varieties who are will- 
Bh )=3Ss ing to take oath that their particular 
{ variety is best, because they have 
_ “tried ’em all.’”’ 

* + One of the most peace-insuring an- 
_ gwers which the writer ever heard was 
to the general effect that choosing a 
 warlety of poultry is a good deal like 
choosing a wife, largely a matter .of 
- taste. “If we all thought alike, every- 
body would want my Sal.” If we all 
thought alike there would only be one 
variety of poultry bred and the busi- 
- ness would be rather monotonous, to 

gay the least. Much of the interest in 
poultry today is due to competition be- 
tween the various breeds and varieties. 

As a matter of fact, it cannot be defi- 
nitely stated that there is any one 
“best” breed. The results of five years 
of carefully conducted egg-laying con- 
tests, instead of showing that some one 
variety is best for egg production, have 
proven that there fs more in the breed- 
ing than in the breed. Many individ- 
uals of all the more popular varieties 
have made splendid records, while oth- 
er individuals of the same varieties 

ve made very poor records. In near- 
a cosey case these high-producing in- 
dividuals had been carefully selected and 
bred for egg-production, while the poor 

ers had not. 

. It is true, however, that some breeds 
are better adapted to certain purposes 
end to certain conditions than others. 
The smaller, or Mediterranean, breeds 
eof peultry correspond to the datry 
breeds of cattle. They are valuable for 
what they produce, not for what they 
bring on the market. They are espe- 
cially adapted to commercial egg pro- 
duction. They are hardy and active, 
and can be kept in large flocks. They 
atand confinement well, if given a deep 
litter to scratch in. They lay white 
eggs, which bring the highest prices 
ov the Mastern markets. On account of 
their small size, the cost, per bird, 
of feeding and housing is less than for 
the larger varieties. 

In this connection ft may be well to 
state that the popular belief that large 
hens are required to produce large eggs 
is wrong. Careful records of the 
weights of eggs laid by the various va- 
rieties in the national egg laying con- 
tests show that the eggs produced by 
Leghorns, Anconas and Campines av- 
erage just as large as those produced 
hy Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes and 
Orpingtons. Here, again, selection and 
breeding seem to be more important 
than the breed itself. 

For the person who wants a variety 
that will make a good showing on the 
table, as well as at‘*the egg basket, or 
~ who is interested in the market end of 
the poultry business, one of the larger 
verieties will naturally be selected. 
- Market poultrymen tell us that the best 

prearket fowls have clean legs and light 

colored plumage, the latter being sought 
for because the pin feathers do not 
show so plainiy. There are several 
breeds which fulfill theBe requirements. 
Ia decide between them is largely a 
matter of taste. 

The thing to do is to pick out the 
vuriety which seems best suited to your 
conditions and purposes, and then stick 
to it through thick and thin. Select 
avd breed for the qualities desired, and 
in a comparatively short time you will 
heve the satisfaction of knowing that 
you have the “best’’ breed—for you.

Quisenberry’s 
Poultry Pointers 


If you have your poultry confined in 
runs, plow up some of the ground, so 
that the fowls will have fresh earth to 
scratch in. They enjoy it very much, 
and it gives them a_ chance to find 
worms and other things which are ben- 
eficial to them. Fowls having access 
to the fields will find plenty of freshly 
plowed soil, but it is better to supply 
it close at hand, so that they will not 
wander all over the farm. The little 
: chicks also like to scratch Into freshly 
- _ turned soil, and should be given every 
7 opportunity to do so. 


The marketing of eggs is a feature 
which needs more attention. Many do 


' . not properly sort their eggs. Each lot 


should be as uniform in size and color 
as possible, and the culls should be 
used for home consumption. Private 
consumers should be served with ergs 
put up in neat packages holding one or 
two dozen each. Have these boxes clean 
esd properly labeled. A neat package is 
a good advertisement. Have the eggs 
clean. No one cares to receive filthy- 
looking eggs. These little details are 
very essential in marketing eggs, and 
should never be overlooked. 


Poultry raisers who can spare a little 
time should study the art of caponiz- 
ing. Capone can demand a good price 
pon the market and are always in 
good demand. The operating process 
te easily learned and is so profitable 
' that it pays any poultryman to try his 

p hand at it. The slips are not lost, and 
you kill a few by practicing you 
ean sell the carcass on the market or 
_ use it for home consumption. Of course,

FATHER DEMPSEY. 
TRIES 10 SETTLE 
LABURERS STRIKE 


Priest Has Conference With 
Master Builders’ Representa- 
tives and Those of Men-Out. 


At the invitation of the Rey. Father 
Timothy Dempsey, who has acted as 
mediator in two recent labor difficul- 
ties, representatives of the skilled work- 
men on strike and the Master Builders’ 
Association, met yesterday afternoon at 
a conference at St. Patrick’s Hall. 
Those who attended were E. L. Merrill, 
secretary of the Master Builders’ As- 
sociation; W. L. Wimmer and D. W. 
Kremer for the builders, and Maurice J. 
Cassidy, James J. Redmond, James 
Brice and William Powell for the strik- 
ers. 

No agreement was reached for end- 
ing the strike and the only point gained 
by the unions was an invitation to the 
Building Trades Council to have a rep- 
resentative present at a meeting of the 
builders’ association Monday afternoon. 

Morrill said the discussion was in- 
formal and was held chiefly for the pur- 
pose of exchanging views on the situa- 
tion. 

“There is not a hodcarrier in this new 
union,” Merrill said. ‘“‘They are labor- 
ers, and if the demands they are mak- 
ing are granted it will certainly mate- 
rially increase the cost of building. 
These men are used for carrying stuff in 
and out of the buildings and are use- 
ful for an hour before the skilled me- 
chanics go to work and for an hour aft- 
er they quit. They want time and a half 
for those hours in addition to a big in- 
crease in their regular wages. They 
want double time for Sunday work.” 

About 70 per cent of the employing 
contractors at noon yesterday agreed 
to pay an increased wage scale to mem- 
bers of the International Hod Carriers’, 
Building and Common Laborers’ Union 
No. 22, according to officials of the un- 
fon. 

This averted the threatened strike of 
all trades affiliated with the Building 
Trades Council, the members of which 
had threatened a sympathy strike. A 
few men were taken off several jobs, 
but contractors said that such did not 
materially lessen the working force. 

One of the sub-contractors putting in 
a concrete retaining wall at the new 
Post-Dispatch Building, being erected 
at Twelfth and Olive street, ordered his 
gang of men to repor’ for work at 6 
o’clock, and when: the walking dele- 
gates arrived at 8 o’clocx to call the 
men off, the wall had been completed. 

Four hundred laborers were ordered 
cut of the Mississippi Valley Iron Co., 
6500 South Broadway, and 40 men were 
told to quit at the Mathes Metal Co.

The financial collapse of M. M. 
Stephens, former Mayor of East St. 
Louis, and once rated as one of the 
wealthiest men of Southern Illinois, 
was the second conspicuous instance 
in which misfortune has followed the 
lcsers in the Victoria building deal in 
St. Louis six years ago. Harvey L. 
Christie, St. Louis lawyer and civic 
leader, suffered the loss of his health 
from worry over this transaction. 

Stephens, in a debtor’s schedule, , 
fied Friday with Sheriff Mellon in '§ 


as $11.19, though he now has a posi- : 
tion on the State Waterways Commis- 
sion, which pays him $6000 a year. 

Stephens and Christie, with Charles | 
L. Gray of the Gray Construction Co., 
acauired the fee to the ground on 
which the Victoria building, at Eighth 
and Locust streets stands, and sold it 
to Warren F. McElroy, then general 
superintendent of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co., and son-in-law of 
its president, Alanson D. Brown, for 
$750,000. They accepted more than 
1200 shares of Hamilton-Brown stock 
at a valuation of $425 a share, in pay- 
ment for their equity in the fee, 
over and above a mortgage.

J. W. Kirk, a lifelong associate of Ste- 
phens, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday of the former Mayor’s suc- 
cesses and failures. Stephens has been 
out of the city for several days. 

When Stephens became Mayor in 1887 | 
East St. Louis was more than $1,000,000 
in debt. Its credit was destroyed, and 
payments on bond issues had been de- 
faulted. Stephens called a meeting of 
the creditors, and arranged to pay off 
all claims for $660,000, payment to be 
made with new bonds. Credit was re- 
stored, and the city started paying all 
claims with cash. This system was 
maintained as long as Stephens was 
Mayor. 

Raised Downtown Streets, 

Floods were a great menace, and Ste- 
phens conceived the project of raising 


-0 feet. The plan was so great that 
much opposition developed, and Ste- 
‘phens’ lHfe was threatened. He carried 
it through, however. 

After Stephens retired from the 
mayoralty, in 1913, he built a street 
car line from Edgemont to Caseyville, 
reorganized the Belleville line com- 
pany, and established the East St. 
Louis Trust and Savings Co., of which 
he was made president. He became 
a member of a Chicago syndicate 
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Olive St.

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gaged, the motor is separated from driv- 
ing the car. If the brake is applied at 
this time the car will come to a stand- 
still. The right hand pedal is the serv- 
ice brake which is used for all ordinary 
purposes of controlling the car. In 
brief, to stop the machine it is simply a 
question of disengaging the clutch by 
pressing the left hand pedal and apply- 
ing the brakes by pressing forward on 
the right hand pedal. The clutch should 
always be disengaged before the brake 
is applied. If this is not done 
motor will pull against the brakes. 

At the extreme left is shown the emer- 
gency brake lever which, as the name 
implies, is for a emergency, should 
the service brakes fail to work. This 
lever controls an éntirely separate set 
of brakes and holds them set in what- 
ever position the lever is placed. This 
is used to hold the car while standing 
when on @ grade or otherwise. 

The shifting of gears perhaps con- 
fuses the beginner more than anything 
else. The gear shift lever, as shown at 
the center, is used to place in mesh 
certain sets of gears. When the car is 
started from a standstill the first gear 
set should be chosen. 
sitions are marked, 1, 2, 3 and reverse, 
indicating the various speeds. Before 
the motor is started, the operator must 
be certain that this iever is in neutral 
position. This indicates that no gears 
are in mesh even though the clutch is 
engaged. To start the car the clutch 
pedal must first be pressed forward; 
then the lever moved to first speed. By 
engaging the clutch gradually and ac- 
celerating slightly the car will start. 
Since the first speed gear set is of very 
low ratio, it is necessary to change to 
second in order to increase the speed. 

Disengage the Clutch. 
To do this the clutch must be disen- 
gaged again and the gear shifted while 
the clutch is out. Again it is engaged 
gradually and the motor accelerated. 
Likewise, when this is done, the shift 


: _p, Should be made into third or direct drive 


in a similar manner. Some cars em- 
ploy four speeds forward, but the great 
majority use three. Third spéed or di- 
rect drive permits transmission of power 
from the crankshaft to the rear axle 
without any gear reduction through 
transmission. The reverse is applied ‘n 
the same manner as the forward speeds 
and is used simply for backing and 
turning purposes. It should be noted, 
however, before any attempt is made to 
reverse the direction of the car through 
the reverse speed that the machine 
should first come to a standstill. 

To the right of the footboard is shown 
an oil pressure gauge, which serves as 
an indicator for proper lubrication. Most 
every modern power plant employs an 
oil pump which forces the lubricating 
oil in and about the various bearing 
surfaces. Should the supply become ex- 
hausted or the oil pump fail to work, 
serious damage to the working parts 
may result. For this reason an indi- 
cator is placed in plain view of the op- 
erator to serve as a telltale of the lubri- 
cating system. One of the first things 
the beginner should do is to acquaint 


4 himself with the lubricating system be-

Carburetor Dash Control, 
Most cars also employ a carburetor 
Gash control, which permits the oper- 
ator to regulate the adjustment. 
Especially is this needed for starting 
purposes when the motor is cold. The 
electric starter in operation draws con- 
siderable current from the battery, 
theréfore it is necessary that the motor 
start quickly to avoid any unnecessary 
use of the starter. The dash contro] 
enriches the mixture for starting pur- 
poses. It is well known that the gas 
engine is difficult to start in cojd 
weather, due to poor vaporizing of the 
gasoline. In some cases the control 
affords more gasoline at the time of 
starting. Usually, however, this con- 
trol simply serves to choke the air sup- 
ply, thereby concentrating greater suc. 
tion of air at the spray -nozzle and en- 
riching the mixture. As soon as the 
motor takes up the cycle and becomes 
heated the adjustment is returned to 
its normal position. Conditions of 
weather may also make necessary a 
slight change in carburetor adjust- 
ment. When the driver becomes famil- 
lar with his motor he can best deter- 
mine the position of the lever which 
will afford the best results. 
The above drawing shows the ¢aso- 
line tank in the cowl. This tank 1s 
filled by removing filler cap and gaso- 
line flows by gravity direct to car- 
buretor. With the tank in this position 
there is no danger of the carburetor 
not receiving a sufficient supply of gas- 
oline on very steep grades. In this sys- 
tem a gasoline gauge is usually im- 
stalled in plain view of the driver. 
This gauge determines the amount of 
gasoline remaining in the tank. 
To the right is shown an ammetor 
which serves to inform the 4river as 
to the proper working of the electrica!

GAUGE AIR PRESSURE 
WITH A TAPE LINE 


It is not always the safest rule to 
gauge air pressure by the tabulateed 
figures generally accepted for various 
size tires, according to F. C. Millhoff, 
general sales manager of the Miller 
Rubber Co., Akron, O. 

Prevailing conditions, weight of car, | 
weight of tires, construction of tires, 
vary: to such an extent that it is al- 
most impossible to ascertain what the 
most advantageous pressure is” 

“We find,” says Millhoff, “by careful 
observation on our teS8t care and test- 
ing machines, that the most reliable 
method of determining the correct air 
pressure is to disregard entirely the 
internal pressure of the tire, and de- 
pend on the distention or displaceme.tt, 
which is to say, the bulging of the 
tire under its load. Measure the top 
of the tire in its normal condition where 
there fs no road pressure, then inflate 
the tire to a point where it will meas- 
ure about 9 per cent greater at the 
bottom where the road pressure or the 
weight of the car is directly applied 
to the tire. This is a very accurate

Without the catcher’s aid, the pitcher 
ig bound to have some trouble in lo- 
cating the plate. I believe the salesman 
should be called in as consulting en- 
gineer, because he is in closest touch 
with the public and knows what te 
public will buy. 

‘At the present time, the automobile 
business is in greater need of milliners 
and tailors than inventors or innova- 
tors. Refinement in the way of dress- 
ing up the product should supersede 
efforts to put across something new. 
The big successes in the motor car 
businéSs ‘have been achieved by tnose 
companies who have consistently given 
the public what it wants. Carrying 
out this idea, 4 know of several com- 
panies which send their cars to dealers 
in a dozen different communities to try 
out new models before they are even 
turned over te~the production c 2part- 
ment. If the cars stand up, they go 
through; if not, the necessary changes 
ars made, 

“The problem of the engineer is sim- 
far to that of the dramatic producer. 
Both must please the greatest possible 
number of people and the product must 
Stand the test of time. The purchase 


of an automobile is, next to marriage, 


the most important event in the aver- 
age man’s career. It is his second most 
expensive venture and he consequently 
gives every consideration to the sub- 
ject, before making his final decision. 
“In buying a car, the prospect of to- 
jay considers five points: Reliability, 
appearance, performance, economy gnd 
price. The order of importance in 
which these attributes are arranged de- 
pends on the price field of the car. 
But whether a man is paying $500 or 
$5000 for a car, he places reliability at 
the head of the list. That, to me, is 
the op Magy single thing- we have to 
strive fér. Without reliability, the fin- 
est body lines in the world will not

PARIS FASHION ARBITER 
Boston Woman Tells of Seeing 


Him Bandaged and Ragged on 
Return to the Front. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—Among 


the incidents that have been compelling 
the world to revise all current opinions 
of the French, the most recent relates 
to Andre de Fouquieres, from the stun- 
ning effect, of whose first visit Phila- 
delphia had hardly recovered when the 
war broke out. 

Andre, according to the narrative of 
Mrs. Nina Larry Duryea, a Boston 
woman, conspicuous among tne relief 
workers in Paris, has been in or about 
the trenches almost since the first guns 
were fired. When the famous French- 
man came to this city some time ago, 
to lecture and lead the junior cotillon, 
you needed smoked glasses td lovuk at 
him. He arrivcd as the avowed prince 
and potentate and past high exalted 
juju of the dandies of the known world. 

After the death of Edward of En- 
gland civilization accepted Andre de 
Fouquieres as the only living exponent 
o- art in men’s clothes. He brought 
42 trunks when he arrived in this city, 
a valet and a valet’s valet and a valet 
for the valet’s valet’s valet. He wore 
a lace handkerchief in his portside cuff. 
He preached a doctrine of exquisiteness, 
and suggested that perfumes should 
match the hour and that cocktails 
should harmonize with the garb of the 
drinker. 

Limit in’ Perfumes. 

He was a reformer, was Andre. ‘lle 
said in one of his addresses that he 
contemplated starting a schvo! of diun- 
dies, and that clothes, deportment, com- 
pliments and the diversions »2f the ex- 
guisites of romance should be revived 
for the good of civilization. He nade 
a resounding sensation, went the limit 
in braids, jewelry, perfume, pomaue, 
and even lace. 

Everyone who had been abroad 
knew him as the arbiter of fashion on 
the Paris boulevards and the associate 
of the richest ladies in Europe. Phila- 
delphia viewed Andre in awe. He vent 
to the junior cotillon as the guest of air. 
and Mrs. Alexander Van Rensselaer. Ile 
behaved like a gentleman. The !adies 
said he was a bit outre. He left in a 
blaze of glory. 

A vivid imagination is needed to vis- 
ualize the Andre of this day-—if he 
hasn't been shot since Mrs. Duryea told 
his story. He is a symbol of a good part 
of the France which the whole world 
seems to have misunderstood. Mrs. 
Duryea found him at one of the cainps 
for the wounded near Paris. 

Andre de Fougquleres, 

“Let me tell you,” she writes, “of 
this Andre de Fouquieres ag an instan=ec 
and a type. 


“Before the war I knew him as one 
of the smartest figures in the social set 
in France—arbiter of fashions in danc- 
ing, clothing, manners. His dailiy life 
and the life of the smartes: were une. 
He rose at 10 or U, oreakfasted 
walked and lunched with friends at 
noon. Tennis, polo, tea parties all aft- 
ernoon. Dinner and two or three dances 
every night. 

“Then came the war. I saw him next 
at the Depot des Isolees, where we dis- 
tribute little gifts to those soldiers who 
have been ‘wounded, patched up in 
Paris, and are returning to the front. 

Ragged as a scarecrow, bearded, ban- 
daged, De Fouquieres was hardly recog- 
nizable from the peasant soldier in 
front of him. Our supply of gifts was 
so limited that a soldier had to make 
his choice between a pair of shoe lave:, 
suspenders, little Madonna niedals and 
a pipe of tobacco. Which did he wanr, 
I asked De Fouquieres. He hesitated, 
looked down at the strings that were 
serving as shoe laces. 

Takes the Shoestrings. 

“*Don’t you think these strings wil] 
do for some time?’ he asked. ‘I shoul] 
s0 much like the pipe of tobacco.’ 

“I think the shoe laces will be the 
more serviceable choice,’ I said.

HIS picture, drawn by 
Montague Dawson 
for the London 
Sphere, shows the 

method by which the British 
flying corps is seeking to 
minimize the perils of aero- 
plane landing, the most dan- 
gerous feature of night fly- 
ing. 

A big Caudron battle-plane, 
carrying a pilot and two 
officers, is sweeping down out 
of the darkness to its land- 
ing place, outlined by a 
square of petrol flares and il- 
luminated by the beams of a 
searchlight. 

Prior to the war night 
flights were unknown in En- 
gland save for. exhibition 
purposes, although the Ger- 
mans, with their usual fore- 
sight, had made them a 
regular exercise for military 
officers. But at the coming of 
the Zeppelins, which operate 
under the most favorable 
conditions at night, the Brit- 
ish airmen were compelled to 
take up nocturnal flying.

It accounts in greater measure than is generally supposed for that irrita- 
bility which impels to indulgence in alcoholic stimulants and drugs, and 
for that unbalance or disequilibration, subconsciously wrought by subtie 
eubtractions from the quality of brain protoplasm, which destroys suscep- 
tibility to moral control and so invites to crime. 


Jars are likewise destvuctive of nervous equanimity, and rough-riding 
cars with their inhuman jolts are responsible for much physical damage. 
Many cars are stiff and have no “give,” and the jar accompanying their 
motion is communicated to the spinal cord and thence to the terminal fila- 
ments of all weak nerves, In many cases of i exhaustion, nerve 
starvation, and intestinal poisoning, the effect is little short of disastrous. 


Any inroad upon a slender reserve fund of nervous energy causes a se- 
rious waste that reacts in exhaustion and insomnia. Noises and nervous 
shocks of all kinds represent such inroads, and through the implied im- 
poverishment of the brain may be the direct cause of delusions and of im- 
moral impulses, even to the point of murder. I have at present under my 
care a lady who was driven by the noises and jars of the city into a mania 
for injuring her neighbors. She dreads to go into the subway lest she 
push somebody on to the track in front of an approaching train. 


Delicately poised brains frequently give way under such provocation. 
The damage is reparable amid the silence and calm of country life. 


Thinking the things that maintain one in a state of health and peren- 
nial youth is promoted by exercise. Bodily exercise, wrote Addison in the 
Spectator, “keeps the understanding clear, unfetters the imagination, and 
refines those spirits that are necessary for the proper exertion of our in- 
tellectual faculties.” And among exercises, horseback-riding, with its com- 
bination of active and passive movements, is facile princeps. Golf follows 
a close second; it is the cleanest of amateur sports and the ideal game for 
both sexes, all ages, and every phase of invalidism or gfade of vigor, 
Physicians have long been sending patients threatened with arterial hard- 
ening and heart disease due to disturbances of the chemistry of the body, 
op to the links in order to install those rapid tissue changes that are inimi- 
cal to the development of circulatory troubles. 


King Alfred the Great made an essentially wise distribution of time in 
dividing the day into three parts to be occupied as follows: Eight hours 
for vocations (work); eight hours for avocations (play); eight hours for 
sleep (recuperation). Could his rule be lived up to, and worry and fear 
eliminated from human life, men and women might oftener attain the green 
old age pictured by the Psalmist in the injunction to “Mark the perfect man 
[perfect in his thought forms and wise intuitions), and behold the upright 
{moral, sane, and consistent in his living], for the end of that man is 
peace [pleasant preparation to graduate from the earth school, in full pos- 
session of his faculties, and with a digjoma of qualification for the duties 
of purely spiritual office].” ) 


* F Napoleon were alive today”—How often of late have you heard 
that as prelude to something pertinent, patriotic or otherwise. 

But is Napoleon dead? 

Do not forget that the great Napoleon said‘As well as did 
things in a masterly way, and both “for keeps.” His sayings, 
particularly on matters military and policies of state, are as 
true and vital today as ever they were. More so, in a way— 
_ for with the prophetic vision of the born commander he made observa- 
tions that apply with startling fitness to modern instances undreamt of a 
1 hundred years ago. Witness the followiffg pregnant passages, culled trom 
4  ©bis Maximes de Guerre, from his correspondence, and from various historic 
state papers. 

To the Genoese Government, when in 1799 it was tottering to its fall, 
_ Napoleon wrote: 

“The events which are happening under your very eyes should have 
taught you that without force and a good military organization, states 
are incapable of existing.” 

Almost everything that Napoleon wrote teems with texts on military 
preparedness, the means of securing it, and the policy of using it when 
- attained. The time is not yet in sight when the following will be out 
of date: 

' “Put no faith in talk which is not borne out in action.” 

| “The nation should be told with courage that for its very existence 
ii sa great army must be maintained.” 

i “It is F desass in days of trouble that the elements of national strength 
make their appearance and create a great army for the defense of the 
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“It is high time that the young men who are living secure in our 
towns ceased to dread the efforts and dangers of war, and were trained to 
arms to enforce respect for their country.” 

“It is not my wish that young men should remain idle. If they have 
large fortunes, they must defend them. Place them in various regiments.” 
“When a whole nation is armed and eager to defend its freedom, it is 
invincible.” 

“The surest lever of power is a military force provided by law and 
led by genius. Such a force compulsory service secures. In the long run 
men become accustomed to conscription, and “ factious politicians who 
oppose it vanish in the dust.” 

“Every citizen should regard the sitiealaike of conscription as salutary 
and sacred, if he does not wish to see his home destroyed and his country 
abandoned to the ravages of barbarians.” 

“In the present state of affairs we cannot trust any alien.” 

“A great and enlightened nation is not governed with half-measures. 
Energy, consistency and unity of aim are requisite.” 

When it comes to concrete war maxims in actual practice, the whole 
history of Napoleon's campaigns is before us. Here are a few character- 
istic crystallizations: ~ 


Napoleon on Present-Day Topics — 


“Loss of time is irreparable in war. The excuses offered for it are 
always futile, as properly planned operations miscarry.only when there is 
delay.” 

“Tactics should be changed every 10 years.” 

“The human mind naturally believes that in the long run a small 
force will be beaten by a large one.” 

“War should always be carried on with method to a definite aim, in 
accordance with the principles and rules of the art. War should be waged 
with forces proportionate to the obstacles which have to be overcome.” 

“To scatter forces in little packets is not the way to “make war.” 

Napoleon believed in single command, undivided and absolute, of the 
army—that one commander, of course, to be Napoleon himself. He had 
this idea from the start of his career, as is shown by the following dis- 
patch to his Government during the Italian campaign in 1796: 

“You ought to have one single General in command and to see that 
there is no influence to hamper him in his movements and operations. 
I have carried out my campaign without consulting anybody. I could 
have accomplished nothing if I had been compelled to fall in with the 
views of some other person. If you weaken your strength by dividing 
your forces, and if you destroy unity of military thought, you will nave 
lost a splendid opportunity.” 

Napoleon’s masterful mind never flashed so brilliantly as in the 
sarcastic criticism of lesser men. Witness this dispatch to his brother, 
King Jerome, in the war against Austria, 1809: 

“I have seen your general order, which makes you the laughing-stock 
of Europe. Have you no friend about you to tell you the truth? You 
boast of qualifications which have ridiculously little to do with war. You 
ought to be a soldier first, a soldier second, a soldier all the time. You 
ought to bivouac with your advanced guard, to be night and day on 
horseback, to march with your leading detachments, so as to get informa- 
tion early, or else remain with the women. You wage war like a satrap.” 

“IT am too great a soldier to venture to give lessons to my Generals 
commanding in Spain. An army cannot be directed from the Tuileries.” 
—(Napoleon’s residence in Paris.) 

In his maxims of policy and diplomacy, the philosopher-ruler, that 
Napoleon was supremely, appears with a shrewdness that is surprisingly 
adaptable to present-day conditions: 

“Incompetent people have this great advantage over the able man—~ 
that they are always entirely pleased with themselves.” 

“It is success which reveals the great man.” 

“Political factions are compounded of dupes and rogues.” 

“The most dangerous people in political crisis are bis am men 
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_ whose consciences are swayed by false ideas.” 


“Christ said that His kingdom was not of this world. Why, ni will 
His servants not render to Caesar the things which are Caesar's? {s :here 
on this earth a greater Teacher? Is religion founded on anarchy, civil 
war and disobedience? is preaching such doctrine Christianity?”

By no fault of theirs, this aged idberad a his wife were actually forced into a lawsuit to recover 
what was due them for the destruction of their home by others—Problem seems simple, yet o 
it took three trials in Circuit Courts, two appeals to 
Supreme Court to get a final decision 


she thought her sick husband must have been killed. 
Then her son ran to tell her how he had borne McGrath 
out amid the falling bricks. 

This was on Nov. 10. Towards the end of the month 
a suit for $5000 damages was filed in the Circuit Court 
against the construction company and the city of St. 
Louis. While waiting for the suit to come to trial 
the McGraths spent $150 in an attempt to make what 
was left of their home habitable. But the ruin was too 
complete for repair; and the house was finally con- 
demned by the Building Commissioner and pulled down. 

The case came to trial during the next year, 1903. A 
nonsuit released the city from responsibility, and a 
verdict for $1600 against the contractor alone returned. 
He made a motion for a new trial, but was overruled. 
The McGraths, dissatisfied with the amount of the ver- 
dict, filed a motion through their attorney to reinstate 
the city as co-defendant. This motion was granted. 

From this decision the city took an appeal to the Mis- 
gouri Supreme Court. There for nearly four years the 
case lay buried in the files, for the Supreme Court was 
about three. vears behind in its docket. Finally the suit 
was resurrected into the light of day. The Supreme 
Court upheld Judge Reynolds’ first decision, and the 
city’s non-suit was sustained. This was in 1907. 

Five years had passed since the house was wrecked, 
and the sufferers were now back exactly at the spot 
where they had first entered the maze of the courts. A 
suit against the contracting company alone was filed 
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McGrath case. Then, at last, it sustained the verdict of © 
the lower court, and the plaintiffs were sustained in their — 
verdict of $2200. Needless to say, a considerable portion 
of this went to their lawyers for their work covering — 
nearly 13 years. | 

As has been said, this story would be almost sa 
credible if it were not confirmed by the records of the — 
courts. It would be difficult to find a case more simple 
than this was at the beginning. It was an instance of 
adjudication reduced, the layman would fancy, to its — 
very lowest terms. Yet it was spun into a tangle which 
it took the courts almost 13 years to uncoil. 

It was palpable that the McGraths were innocent suf 
ferers. Their home, through no fault of their own, had 
been ruined by other persons. What could be more ~ 
simple than that the offenders should repay them suit+ ~ 
able damages? Yet their proper attempt to obtain 
redress thrust them into an almost endless maze of 
difficulties and procrastinations.

the sum insufficient, they file a motion to 
reinstate the city as a co-defendant. The 


contracting firm. The excavation was 

pushed so close to the house that its walls caved in. 
Incidentally, McGrath was sick in bed at the time, and 
was saved from injury by his son, who carried the 
old man out. 

This would seem a simple case in which damage was 
done by one party to another, and which could be ad- 
judicated with a minimum of delay. In the English 
courts the matter would have been settled in a week. 
But the McGraths, seeking redress in the St. Louis 
courts,. found themselves suddenly thrust into the mazes 
of the American legal system. It will scarcely be 
credited, but it is an actual fact that it took them 13 
years to escape from the labyrinth, and finally to ob- 
tain recompense for the destruction of their home. 

This would be difficult to belleve if it were not pos- 
sible to tell their story in its chronological order, from 
the court records. 

In 1902 the McGraths were living peaceably in their 
home, a story and a half structure on the west side of 
Bacon street, just north of Cass avenue. The idea of 
entering upon litigation with anyone, ef venturing inte 
the legal maze, was the farthest thing frem their minds. 

Then suddenly trouble came from an wnmexpected 
quarter. The city decided that an alley must be cut 
back of the house, and workmen of a contracting com- 
pany began excavations. As they dug their way nearer 
and nearer the house, first the fence and then the out- 
buildings and shed fell into the ditch. Mrs. McGrath 
protested repeatedly, but without avail. 

McGrath was so ill that his wife would not venture 
to have him moved, although the excavation every 
day came nearer and nearer to the house. In her des- 
peration, one day, she went to the Building Commis- 
sioner’s office, hoping that he would put a stop to the 
work. Returning from this vain errand, the sight which 
greeted her when she arrived fm sight of home was 
the wreck of her house, most of the north side ef which 
had tumbled into the diteh. For a moment of terror 


in the Circuit Court, and a few months later a jury 
returned a verdict for $1800. The contractor asked for 
a new trial, but was overruled. Then he took an appeal 
to the Court of Appeals. 

This court was two years behind its docket, and it 
was not until 1909 that it at last got around to the Mc- 
Grath case. Then it afforded another sample of the in- 
genious resources of the law’s delays by sending the case 
back for retrial on a technicality. It was held that the 
lower court had erred in the admission of certain evi- 
dence. The defendant should have been better safe- 
guarded, the learned jurists asserted, by ascertaining the 
actual amount of damage done. It was difficult to a 


. jayman to see how this could be accomplished, for the 


house had been out of existence for seven years. 
Again the case was back exactly where it had started, 
and a third trial was held in the Cireuit Court, before 


_Judge Rhodes E. Cave. It was on the fall docket of 1910. 


After the attorneys had argued for four days, the jury 
returned a verdict for $2200. 

The plaintiffs were now much older than they were 
when their home was destroyed. McGrath was ap- 
proaching 70 and his wife 60. But finally they seemed 
to have found the exit from the formidable labyrinth of 
the law. The case appeared to be settled at last. Home- 
less for eight years, without fault of their own, the aged 
couple had the delusion that finally, after many hopes 
deferred, they were about to be repaid for the loss and 
would be able to buy another shelter for their declin- 
ing years. 

But, alas! the law had not yet exhausted its resources 
of vexation. Instead of finding an exit from the laby- 
rinth of the courts, the plaintiffs were plunged into an- 
other tortuous maze, In which they were to be bewildered 
for another four long years. For the contractor took an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals.

How the: “Daddy” of Au the Wolves Hi Texs Wes Killed 


HE Big Lobo wolf of Jeff Davis County, Tex., is 
dead. He was known in all the Big Bend coun- 
try as the Daddy of them all, and his sinister 
fame had spread all along the border. His 

demise occurred on Jan. 17, about 15 miles from Fort 
Davis. A cow puncher named S. A. Slack was the in- 
strument of his destruction and the reaper of the re- 
wards. 

His depredations for the past year have averaged 
four head of cattle a week. When you consider that a 
cow is worth $45 now, and that any yearling is worth 
at least $25, it will be seen that the Big Lobo was an 
expensive animal. There is a standing reward in Jeff 
Davis County of $25 for each lobo wolf killed. In the 


jy case of the Big Lobo this sum was to be $100. Two 


years ago the cattlemen announced that they would pay 
$100 for his scalp. 

The Big Lobo had his own methods of operating. He 
chose his animal on the range, leaped at it, cut its ham- 
strings with his terrible teeth and ate what he wanted 
from the warm carcass. 

January 17 8. A. Slack was riding over the Kokernut 
Ranch, looking for a “beef critter.” About 9 o'clock in 
the morning he caught sight of the Big Lobo. 


“He was eating on a carcass when I first saw him,” 
said Slack, telling his story of the capture. “Lots of 
fellows had run this wolf but he could get away from 
their ponies and he would just drop into one of the 
brakes and disappear. I thought I would give him a 
little run just for fun. We started up a long draw, and 
I tried to keep between him and the broken country, to 
which he was trying to go. I thought if he tried to 
pass me I might get a good shot at him. 

“I soon saw that he was so full from his feast that 
he couldn’t run away from my pony. I had run about 
two miles when I saw that I was gaining on him. I 
got my rope loose and commenced throwiag for him 
I think J got him about the fifth throw. When I stopped 
my hoss it felt like I had roped a neef steer. My rope 
went around his neck and under one front leg, so that 
when I was pullin’ him this leg stuck out straight in 
front and he had only three legs to run on.

at sea level with a pressure of 15 pounds to the square 
inch, and that this tremendous weight would crush the 
body like an egg shell if it were not balanced by a 
counter pressure of 15 pounds to the square inch, ex- 
erted by the air within the body. 

Arnoux further reasoned that the effect- upon the 
body of the explosion of a shell equal in power and dis- 
tance to that which disarranged the levers of the barom- 
eter would be something like this:- The rarefaction of 
the atmosphere produced by the detonation would have 
the instant result of removing from the exterior of the 
body an air pressure equal to 10 tons to the square yard. 
This would leave the interior air pressure df the body 
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f a high explosive shell. 
In the case of the explosive shell, the circumstance is 
similar; the soldier suffers as if in an instant he had 
been raised from the heavy pressure of the earth’s sur- 
face to the light pressure at the top of Mont Blanc, 
without an opportunity for the internal and external 
weights of the air to adjust themselves. 

“The men exposed to this violent change,” Arnoux 
concluded, “meet with conditions similar to those ex- 
perienced by workmen who leave compressed air cham- 
bers without taking the proper precautions. 

“The effect is to liberate nitrogen which normally is in © 
solution in the blood, and to transform it into bubbles 
of gas. These bubbles are driven by the action of the 
heart into the capillary vessels, stopping the circula- 
tion of the blood in vital centers and causing instant 
death.”’ 

But Arnoux also had evidence that in some cases the 
explosion of a shell causes an intense compression of 
the air instead of a violent rarefaction. He judged this 
from the fact that men are sometimes hurled terrifically 
into the air by the shock of an explosion, although no 
fragment of the shell has touched them. It was as if 
a mighty wave of air had struck them a tremendous 
blow. : 

“In such cases,” he theorized, “it may not be un- 
reasonable to assume that death may be due to a vio- 
lent air impact, delivered as a blow over one side of 
the body, especially over the heart and the readily com- 
pressed abdomen, thus causing reactions that register 
themselves with fatal effect.” 7 

This phase of death without wounds has been worked 
out in detail by Dr. Louis Binet, a French army surgeon. 
He makes the interesting discovery that the detonation

In science the method is 
” often used of attempting to 
find the cause of a phenome- 
non by duplicating it arti- 
ficially.

celluloid weighing 61% 
pounds, which was worth 
its weight in platinum 
16 times and in gold 40 times. Its cost 
was equivalent to that of 5000 carats of 
diamonds or two and two-fifths pounds 
—if one can subject these brilliants to 
the indignity of avoirdupois measure 
~valued at a price of $200 a carat. 

This fortune in celluloid, which here reached what 
was surely the topnotch price for this material—about 
$16,129 a pound—consisted in the 12,000 feet of film 
which will finally record the latest Fox feature, hailed 
as the most sumptuous of movie spectacle-dramas, which 
as yet has no name save that of “The Million-Dollar 
Picture.” For this sum is what it cost to make 61% 
pounds of celluloid film, the master-reel from - which 
hundreds of duplicates will be made for public exhibi- 
tion. 

Upon these 990 ounces of film the producers have 
risked $1,000,000—approximately $10,000 an ounce, or 
about $83 a foot. It is a huge value to be staked in so 
small a compass, but the

First, the famous Court in Chancery has been out of 
The so-called dor- 
mant funds are now in the keeping of the Paymaster 
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AFTER PHANTOM FORTUNES 
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of the Supreme Court of Judicature, who is the fountain 
head of all information relative to~unclaimed inherit- 
ances in the empire. Second, the whole sum, with ac- 
crued interest, now in the hafids of the paymaster is 
less than $7,500,000. This sum is divided into 4000 claims. 
Third, there is not a single large estate in chancery. 
The greatest sum belonging to any single claim is about 
$75,000. Most claims—at least 3000 of the 4000—are only 
a few hundred dollars. Where, then, do the $90,000,000 
and the $150,000,000 estates stand to be paid out? 

In spite of these irrefutable and confounding facts, 
the Paymaster of the Court of Judicature, or his assist- 
ant, who has immediate charge of the dormant funds, 
receives about 500 letters annually from ignorant Amer- 
icans, who believe they have claims. Perhaps one in 
every 500 really is found to have some small claim. In 
two out of every three such cases this sum is so small 
as not to pay the legal costs incident upon recovery.:

For years there have been tales of the fortune of $200,- 
000,000 left by the Spanish trader Bayona. The tradi- 
tion is that this man was a trader, merchant, miner in 
California, where he is said to have amassed this 
great sum.

The usual chicane and fraud were 
apparent. Finally this lovely story was told: 


Jose Bayona, a trombonist in a Madrid theater, was 
the son of the lost brother of the trader, and the nephew 
of the millionaire. But he knew nothing of the fortune, 
much as it had been exploited, until, on entéring his 
theater one night, he dropped his cigar. As he stooped 
to recover it, lo, there was a clipping. And in that 
clipping was the news that made him heir to $200,000,000. 
It is to be hoped that Senor Jose blew his horn with 
an added thrill that night, for on the morn must have 
come disillusion. 

There are also the Wirtz heirs in and about Chicago, 
who say they are the descendants of Field Marshal Paul 
Wirtz, a German commander said to have died in Ham- 
burg about 1630. The Wirtz fortune outdoes*even our 
friend Bayona, His pile is said by the claimants to be 
$225,000,000.

“IT turned and walked for’ard toward the beta 
and Capt. Turner and Capt. Anderson were both 
calling out in stentorian tones not to lower away 
the boats, ordering all passengers and sailors to 
get out of them, saying there was no danger and 
the ship would float. A woman passenger beside 
me called out to Capt. Turner in a perfectly clear 
and calm voice: ‘Captain, what do you wish us 
to do?’ He said: ‘Stay right where you are, 
madam; she’s all right.’ Then the woman asked 
him, ‘Where do you get your information?’ and 
he replied, in a rather severe and commanding 
voice: ‘From the engine room, madam.’ 


“As I looked around to see to whom I could 
be of the greatest help it seemed to me that about 
everyone who passed me wearing a life belt had 
it on incorrectly. In their hurry they put the 
belt on every way except the right way; one man 
had his arm through one armhole and his head 
through the other; others had them around the 
waist and upside down. I stopped these people 
and spoke to them in a calm voice and persuaded 
them to let me help them on with the belts, ‘for 
they certainly stood no show in tle water rigged 
as they were. At first they thought I was try- 
ing to take their jackets from them, but on reas- 
suring them they left me straighten them out. 

“TI had been watching carefully the list of the 
steamer, and by now I was confident that she 
wouldn’t float and that the end was coming fast.

Men were striving to lower 
the boats and were putting women and children 
into them, but it seemed to me that it only added 
horror to the whole situation to put people into 
a boat that you knew would never be cleared and 
which would go -down with the steamer: better 
leave them on deck and let them take their 
chance at a piece of wreckage.

“I; climbed into the stern of the boat, which 
was floating flush with the rail of Deck B, so far 
had.the steamer settled. We freed our end and 
swung the ropes clear, but we couldn’t make any- 
one for’ard understand what to do or how to do 
it.

out over us only added terror to the people in 
the boat. I certainly did not blame them, -for 
it was-a harrowing sight, even to one as familiar 
with the ocean as I am. 


“IT turned to the people and told them to jump. 
It was their only chance. One or two men did, 
and finally two women who had on life jackets. 
I stepped overboard and pushed them ahead of 
me as I swam. A short distance out I found a 
third woman. They all kept calm and I was able 
to get them to put their hands on each other’s 
shoulders, two in front and one behind. 

“I swam about 100 feet away rrom the ship and 
then turned around to see when the final plunge 
of the steamer came, that I might be the more 
ready to fight against the vortex and tell the 
others. 

“The Lusitania did not go down anything like 
head first; she had, rather, settled along her 
whole water line. This convinces me that prac- 
tically all the ports must have been open, even 
those as far down as Deck E. The stern did not 
rise to anything like perpendicular, nor did it 
rise so high that I could see a single one of the 
propellers, or even the end of her rudder. Not 
one of her funnels fell. 

“As I looked back I could clearly see the peo- 
ple on Deck B, clinging to the rail that ran along 
the side of the house.

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The Disaster In Statistics 

HE Lusitania left New York on her last 

voyage at noon on. May. 1, 1915. Adver- 

tisements placed in the newspapers by 

the German Embassy at Washington had 

warned Americans from embarking in belligerent- 

owned ships for the war zone about the British 
isles. 

She had on board 1257 passengers, of whom 
944 were British and Canadian, 159 were Ameri- 
can, and 144 were of 17 other nationalities. Of | 
the British and Canadian 584 perished. Of the 
Americans 124 were lost, and of the remainder 77. 
The total number of passengers lost was 755, and 
the total number saved was 472. 

The total crew numbered 702, of wom 413 
were lost, making the total loss of life 1198. 
Among the dead were 286 women and %5 chil- 
dren, 35 of the latter being infants. 

The ship carried a general cargo, with the ex- 
ception, according to, Lord Mersey’s report, of 
5000 cases of cartridges. She was unarmed. The 
Lusitania was a turbine steamship, built in 1907. 
Her length was 755 feet, her beam 88 feet and her 
depth 60 feet 4 inches. She carried lifeboats and 
collapsible boats with a theoretical capacity of 
2605 persons, 2325 lifejackets and 35 lifebuoys. 
For economy’s sake six of her 23 boilers were 
elosed, reducing her speed from 24% to 21 knots. 
When struck she was running at 18 knots an 
| hour. Her’ building cost $6,250,000. 
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ary object. People were clinging to ome another, $0 
that it seemed as if they were, standing three or four 
deep by the rail. As the water rose higher up the 
deck, those in front were. forced to release their hold. 
But there were no hysterical shrieks. The men, women 
and children on that steamer met their ends like heroes, 
every one of them. 

“As she went under the sea I was not conscious of 
hearing cries; rather it was a long, lingering moan that 
rose, and which lasted for many moments after she dis- 
appeared. Those who were lost seemed to be calling 
from the very depths. 

“There was very little vortex; there was rather a 
shooting out of water from the ship instead of a suck- 
ing in, after she sank; this, I am told was partly caused 
by water rushing into her funnels and being blown out 
again by explosions made by the mixing of the cold 
water of the sea with the steam of the boilers. 

‘The mass of wreckage was simply tremendous. There 
were deck chairs, oars, boxes, and I can’t remember 
what. I simply know that one moment one was jammed 
between large objects, and the next moment one was 
under the water. A few moments after«he first rush 
was over, I looked around to see if I could find a boat. 
A few yards away I saw a collapsible lifeboat floating 
peacefully around, right side up. I made good time 
crossing the intervening space, and was the first man on 
that boat.” 

Lauriat and others who climbed onto the boat raised 
her canvas sides, retrieved oars from the water and 
picked up floating women and men to the number of 
32, until the craft was loaded to its capacity. Then they 
rowed two miles to a fishing smack which was standing 
by, were transferred to the steamer Figing Fish and 
disembarked at Queenstown at 9 o’clock that night. 
Lauriat owed his lHfe and the lives of the others he 
saved, first, to the fact that he was an expert swimmer, 
but mostly to the smoothness of the sea, the calmness of 
which impressed him‘as being providential. 

The British Court of Investigation, presided over by 
Lord Mersey, explained some of the difficulties which 
prevented’ the launching of all the ship’s boats, the 
capacity of which was sufficient for all those on beard. 
First, the time was short, there having been only 20 
minutes between the first alarm and the disappearance 
of the ship. Second, the ship was under way the whole 
time; the engines were put out of commission almost 
at once, so that the way could hot be taken off. Third, 
the ship almost instantly took a great list to starboard, 
which made it impossible to launch the port side boats 
properly and very difficult for the passengers to get 
into the starboard boats. 

“The conclusion at which I arrive,” says Lord Mer- 
sey in his report, “is that the boats were in good order 
at the moment of the explosion and that the launch- 
ing was carried out as well as the short time, the mov- 
ing ship and the serious list would allow. The collap- 
sible boats were all loosened from their lashings and 
freed so that they could float when the ship sank.” 

This report is in contradiction to Lauriat’s assertion 
that Capt. Turner ordered passengers out of the boats, 
saying that the ship would not sink. “His first order 
was to lower all boats to the rail,” says the report. “He 
then called out: “Women and children first.’” 

A typical English view of the catastrophe was ex- 
pressed by Sir Edward Carson, who declared the sub- 
marine attack to have been “a deliberate attempt to 
murder the passengers on board the ship.” A char- 
acteristic German comment was that of the Frankforter 
Zeitung, which said: 

“Our Ambassador at Washington gave official warn- 
ing about this voyage in the American newspapers. 
The passengers who went down with the Lusitania 
were a sacrifice to Great Britain’s frivolity and avarice.”
